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HISTORICAL  SKETCH  OF  BLAND  STREET  CHURCH 
BLUEFIELD,  W.  VA. 

It  has  been  about  150  years  since  the  Shawnee  Indians,  living  along  the 
Ohio  river,  discontinued  their  destructive  raids  on  the  pioneer  settlers  and 
they  were  able  to  establish  permanent  homes  amid  these  fertile  bluegrass- 
valleys  now  occupied  by  the  City  of  Bluefield. 

Holston  Conference  was  organized  during  the  year  1824.  Its  northern 
boundary  extended  to  New  River,  just  a  few  miles  north  of  this  section. 
During  the  succeeding  40  years  following  this  location  was  included  in  the 
State  of  Virginia. 

These  settlers  lived  a  quiet  life  and  developed  these  fertile  lands.  Soon 
the  itinerant  Methodist  preachers  came  among  these  people  bringing  a  vital 
evangelistic  gospel  of  truth  and  Christian  living,  sent  here  by  the  Holston 
Conference. 

After  100  years  a  great  change  came  about.  The  Norfolk  and  Western 
Railway  came  winding  its  way  to  develop  the  great  Pocahontas  coalfields. 
During  the  year  1886  some  buildings  were  erected  near  the  railway  yards, 
and  quite  a  few  people  came  here  to  live.  Soon  the  place  took  on  the  ap- 
pearance of  a  prosperous  village.  Among  the  nearby  farmers  and  new- 
comers were  many  Methodist  people — all  joining  together,  religious  worship 
was  established.  Under  the  leadership  of  Rev.  R.  A.  Kelly,  located  at 
Graham,  Va.,  religious  worship  was  established  and  Bland  Street  Methodist 
Church  was  erected,  taking  its  name  from  the  Bland  Road  leading  south  to 
Bland  County.  The  first  building  was  of  wood  structure — has  gone  through 
the  building  and  rebuilding  stages  during  these  50  years,  ever  moving  for- 
ward to  meet  the  growing  demands  and  opportunities  for  service.  Other 
prosperous  and  progressive  Methodist  Churches  have  been  built  in  and 
about  the  city   to  meet  the   needs  of   the  ever  enlarging  community. 

Today  the  city  of  Bluefield,  W.  Va.  and  Virginia  has  a  population 
exceeding  25,000  people.  The  banking,  retail,  wholesale  and  manufacturing 
have  increased  from  year  to  year  along  with  the  railway  business  on  the 
Norfolk  &  Western  Railway  system  which  at  this  time  transports  to  the 
markets  of  the  nation  and  the  worid  40,000,000  tons  of  coal  annually. 

The  following  faithful  Holston  men  have  served  this  church  from  the 
time  it  was  made  a  station  to  the  present  time.

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HOLSTON  METHODISM  IN  PIONEER  DAYS 
I.   P.   MARTIN 

FOREWORD 

The  Journals  of  Holston  Conference  have  been  published  annually 
since  1873.  In  1869  and  in  1871,  Dr.  R.  N.  Price,  who  was  then  secre- 
tary of  the  Conference,  published  minutes  for  those  years.  The  growth 
of  the  "Annual"  has  kept  pace  with  the  growth  of  the  Conference.  Those 
of  recent  years  carry  much  more  ample  information  of  the  work  of  the 
church  than  did  those  of  seventy  years  ago. 

The  "Annuals"  are  the  chief  source  books  of  the  history  of  Holston 
Conference,  as  well  as  many  of  the  institutions  which  have  been  estab- 
lished and  maintained  by  the  Conference ;  and  of  the  men  who  have  lived 
and  died  in  the  work  of  this  great  Conference.  Since  no  Conference 
periodical  is  now  published,  the  importance  of  the  "Annual"  is  greater 
than  at  any  previous  time.  It  is  the  chief  means  of  furnishing  to  our 
people  information  concerning  our  aims  and  achievements.  It  is  now  being 
sold  at  a  price  which  puts  it  within  the  reach  of  every  member  of  the 
church. 

In  addition  to  information  concerning  current  events,  the  publishers 
now  propose  to  make  the  effort  to  offer  our  people  some  sketches  of 
the  history  of  Holston  Conference.  If  the  happenings  of  last  year  are 
sufficiently  interesting  to  be  given  to  the  public,  then  the  record  of  the 
years   which   stretch   back  to   the   beginning   should   be   equally   interesting. 

Holston  Conference  is  very  fortunate  in  having  the  History  of  Hol- 
ston Methodism  by  Dr.  R.  N.  Price.  This  complete  and  elaborate  history 
covers  the  period  from  the  beginning,  in  1783,  until  1897.  It  will  be 
increasingly   valuable   to    students   of    our   history. 

It  may  be  that  a  somewhat  different  approach  to  the  history  of  the 
Methodist  movement  in  the  Holston  country,  may  quicken  interest  in  one 
of  the  most  important  movements  which  has  taken  place  in  America  since 
white  civilization  crossed  the  Blue  Ridge.  Methodism  in  Holston  did  not 
develop  in  a  vacuum.  It  was  a  part  of  the  vibrant,  daring,  suffering, 
adventurous  life  of  the  frontier.  To  understand  it  we  must  know  the 
frontier :  its  valleys  and  mountains ;  its  forests  and  streams ;  its  beauties 
and  dangers ;  its  solitude  and  grandeur.  We  must  also  know  its  people ; 
its  Indians  and  its  constantly  increasing  stream  of  adventurous  pioneers. 
We  must  know  its  privations  and  sufferings ;  its  dangers  and  its  fears ; 
its   aspirations   and   its   unbending   purpose   to   succeed. 

Into  this  frontier  came  Methodism.  But  Methodism  was  far  more  than 
one  of  the  elements  of  frontier  life  west  of  the  Blue  Ridge.  It  came  as 
a  voice  crying  in  the  wilderness,  "Prepare  ye  the  way  of  the  Lord".  It 
may  be  difficult  to  say  what  the  country  west  of  the  Blue  Ridge  might 
have  been  without  the  Methodist  circuit  rider. .  but  it  is  certain  that  it 
should  be  different  from  this  land  in  which  we  now  live,  with  nearly  a 
quarter  of  a  million  Methodist  people;  to  say  nothing  of  those  who  have 
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gone  out  across  the  Cumberlands ;  and  across  to  the  western  confines  of 
the  continent;  nor  jet  of  those  hosts,  who  through  a  hundred  and  fifty 
years  have  gone,   rejoicing,  to  be  with   God. 

It  is  with  the  hope  that  this  sketch  shall  be  read  by  those  who,  being 
the  heirs  of  the  pioneers  who  opened  the  gates  to  the  riches  and  comforts 
of  this  lovely  land,  shall  renew  the  faith  and  devotion  of  those  Methodists, 
who  gave  their  lives,  to  the  end  that  Christ  should  be  known  and  obeyed. 
With  increased  interest  in  our  history  should  come  deepened  devotion  to 
our  work. 

HOLSTON  METHODISM 

I 

The  early  pioneers  of  the  Holston  country  were  just  beginning  to 
pour  into  the  wilderness  when  the  first  preachers  were  sent  to  America 
by  John  Wesley,  in   1769. 

It  was  a  virgin  soil  to  which  came  a  virile  Christian  ministry  in 
its  youth.  History  affords  no  parallel  to  what  then  occurred.  Many 
times  had  missionaries  gone  to  non-Christian  people  with  the  ministry 
and  message  of  the  church.  Many  times  had  the  gospel  been  introduced 
among  heathen  and  pagan  people,  where  its  vocabulary  and  ideals  were 
utterly  unknown;  but  here  were  people  who  were  the  descendants  of  many 
generations  of  Christian  parents.  Indeed,  the  deepest  reason  for  the 
presence  of  these  people  on  the  frontier  was  their  devotion  to  the  ideals 
of  freedom  of  conscience  and  of  worship.  They  had  profound  religious 
convictions ;  and  they  held  a  fierce  purpose  of  preserving  their  faith  in 
the  Christian  religion  as  they  understood  it.  They  had  been  driven  from 
their  homes  in  the  old  world  because  of  their  faith.  They  had  come  to 
their  new  home  for  the  purpose  of  exercising  that  faith  in  a  new  land. 

Methodism  was  young  when  the  first  pioneers  crossed  the  Blue  Ridge 
and  began  to  build  their  cabins  on  the  headwaters  of  the  Holston  River. 
John  Wesley  was  just  coming  to  the  full  maturity  of  his  powers ;  the 
first  generation  of  English  Methodist  preachers  was  still  in  the  making. 
In  the  retrospect  of  history  we  may  easily  see  that  mighty  forces  were 
at  work  in  that  making ;  but  there  were  none  then  living,  who  could  have 
foreseen  what  mighty  results  were  to  be  produced  by  those  forces.  Least 
of  all  could  they  have  foreseen  that  the  wildernesses  beyond  the  mountains 
were  to  be  the  scenes  of  the  greatest  triumph  of  Methodism;  and  one  of 
the  most  fruitful  fields  of  its  labors.  It  was  a  wilderness  to  the  people 
of  the  sea-board  colonies.  It  was  a  wilderness  to  Boone  and  the  other 
pathfinders  who  had  dared  to  cross  its  borders  and  penetrate  its  vast 
forests.  Its  awe  lay  upon  the  minds  of  men  who  knew  aught  of  its  depths 
and  of  the  savage  red  men  who  were  a  part  of  its  awesome  mystery. 
Methodism  came  to  America  just  at  the  time  when  the  pioneers  began 
to  open  this  wilderness. 

The  thirty  years  following  Wesley's  conversion,  on  May  24,  1738,  had 
witnessed  the  development  of  that  great  man  into  one  of  the  greatest  evan-

gelists,  and  one  of  the  greatest  ecclesiastical  statemen  of  all  times.  Within 
less  than  a  third  of  a  century  the  church  which  had  been  created  by 
his  ministry  had  become  the  most  potent  evangelistic  movement  in  Great 
Britain.  With  an  organization  so  simple  that  they  still  called  it  a 
"society",  they  had  come  to  feel  themselves  responsible  for  preaching  the 
gospel  wherever  their  speech  should  be  understood ;  and,  what  was  more, 
to   face  this  task  with  undaunted  courage. 

Thus  it  came  to  pass  that,  in  1769,  Richard  Boardman  and  Joseph 
Pilmoor  were  sent  to  America.  Two  years  later,  came  Francis  Asbury ; 
who  was  destined  to  lead  and  mold  the  hosts  of  Methodism  in  America 
for  the  next  forty  five  years ;  to  travel  and  preach  from  Maine  to 
Georgia;  to  become  one  of  the  most  familiar  figures  in  that  formative 
period  of  American  life  and  civilization.  No  other  man,  in  that  day  of 
giants,  stands  above  Francis  Asbury.  He  was  such  a  simple  figure,  as 
he  rode  day  by  day,  on  the  back  of  his  good  horse,  that  his  contemporaries 
did  not  always  realize  that  he  was  one  of  the  mightiest  workers  among 
those  who  labored  for  the  building  of  a  great,  free  civilization  in  America. 

Thirty  four  years  had  passed  since  Wesley,  with  a  heavy  heart,  had 
given  up  his  work  among  the  American  Indians,  and  had  returned  to 
England.  But  within  those  years  had  occurred  the  Aldersgate  Street 
experience ;  and  this  had  been  followed  by  fruitful  years  of  preaching, 
which  had  resulted  in  the  gathering  of  multitudes  of  followers  in  every 
part  of  England ;  and  in  the  calling  of  his  sons  in  the  gospel,  to  preach 
and  spread  scriptural  holiness.  And  so  it  came  to  pass  that  Wesley's 
sons  were  ready  to  begin  the  work  of  Methodism  in  America  just  at  the 
time  when  mighty  changes  were  taking  place  among  the  most  dynamic 
folk  of  that  new  world. 

II 

The  colonial  civilization  of  Virginia,  and  of  the  other  seaboard  colonies, 
had  reached  a  high  degree  of  security  and  of  culture  by  the  opening  of 
the  eighteenth  century.  Nearly  a  century  had  passed  since  the  establish- 
ment of  the  first  settlement  at  Jamestown.  Life  had  settled  into  much 
the  same  form  as  that  known  by  their  English  ancestors.  Great  planta- 
tions were  developed.  Elegant  colonial  homes  were  established.  Consider- 
able progress  was  made  in  civil  government.  Education  had  reached 
the  stage  at  which  colleges  were  founded.  They  had  found  the  norm 
of  American  civilization.  They  had  not  dreamed,  however,  that  beyond  the 
Blue  Ridge  lay  other  lands,  vastly  more  extensive  and  valuable  than  those 
on   which   stood   their   own   stately   homes. 

More  than  a  hundred  years  passed,  after  the  settlement  at  Jamestown, 
before  anything  was  known  of  what  lay  beyond  those  mountains.  Governor 
Spottswood,  with  gay  companions,  rode  to  the  crest  of  the  Blue  Ridge, 
in  1716.  Below  them,  to  the  west,  stretched  the  beautiful  Shenandoah 
Valley;  but  yet  another  generation  was  to  pass,  before  white  men  should 
begin  to  build  their  homes  west  of  the  Alleghenies.     By  the  middle  of  the 
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century  there  were  a  few  cabins  near  the  headwaters  of  the  Holston  and 
the  Clinch  rivers ;  and  a  small  settlement  had  been  made  at  the  "Quaker 
Meadows"  on  New  River.  In  T769,  the  very  year  Boardman  and  Pilmoor 
came  to  America,  settlers  began  to  pour  down  the  valley  from  Lancaster 
county,  Pennsylvania  and  from  Augusta  county,  Virginia.  Abingdon  was 
established  at  this  time,  as  was  Jonesboro.  Lone  families  built  their  cabins 
along  the  valleys,  under  the  protection  of  Black's  Fort,  Fort  Caswell-on- 
Watauga  and  other  forts.  Twenty  years  later  the  border  had  moved 
beyond  the  forks  of  the  river ;  and  White's  Fort  was  built,  where  now 
stands  the  city  of  Knoxville.  Nearly  two  hundred  years  had  passed  since 
the  landing  at  Jamestown. 

The  white  settlers  had  now  reached  the  very  homeland  of  the  Cherokee 
Indians.  There  had  been  much  of  conflict  between  the  two  races.  The 
Cherokees  occupied  the  lower  part  of  the  valley.  Fort  Loudon  had  been 
built  in  close  proximity  to  their  principal  towns.  They  had  laid  seige  to 
and  destroyed  Fort  Loudon  in  1760.  They  continued  to  hold  the  lower 
part  of  the  valley  for  many  years ;  until  they  were  removed  to  the  Indian 
Territory  by  the  Federal  government  in  1838-39.  The  occupation  of  the 
lower  part  of  the  valley  by  the  whites  was  thus  delayed  another  seventy 
years.  The  frontier  had  at  last  reached  the  southern  extremity  of  the 
valley.  In  the  meantime  a  great  stream  of  settlers  had  flowed  across  the 
Cumberland  Mountains,  at  Cumberland  Gap ;  and  the  great  west  was  being 
rapidly    filled   with  hardy  pioneers. 

Ill 

The  pioneers  who  settled  the  lands  west  of  the  Alleghenie-  were 
widely  different,  in  many  ways,  from  those  who,  a  hundred  and  fifty 
years  earlier,  had  settled  on  the  Atlantic  seaboard.  They  were  not,  in 
any  large  measure,  descended  from  those  worthy  pioneers,  who  for  a 
century  and  a  half  had  been  developing  a  great  civilization.  They  were, 
in  fact,  largely  descended  from  a  different  strain.  While  there  were  among 
them  some  of  the  descendants  of  the  English  who  had  first  come  to 
Virginia;  and  of  the  English  and  Trench  (Huguenot)  of  the  Carolinas; 
and  an  occasional  descendant  of  the  Germans  from  Pennsylvania;  the 
pioneers  of  the  Trans-Alleghenies  were  mostly   Scotch-Irish. 

The  bearing  of  this  fact  upon  the  history  of  Methodism  in  the  Holston 
country  and  in  the  country  west  of  the  Cumberland  mountains,  and, 
indeed,  in  the  country  at  large,  can  hardly  be  overestimated.  Just  as  the 
territory  west  of  the  Alleghenies  was  virgin  soil,  so  the  people  who 
filled  up  that  territory  were  a  virgin  social  and  religious  folk.  They  had 
had  but  meager  connection  with  the  religious  organizations  of  the  older 
sections  of  the  colonies.  Most  of  them  were  Scotch-Irish  Presbyterians. 
Neither  in  Virginia  nor  in  Pennsylvania,  through  which  they  passed  on 
their  way  to  the  highlands,  did  they  find  much  of  sympathy  or  considera- 
tion. They  came  in  such  large  numbers  and  scattered  so  widely,  that 
no  church  with  a  Presbyterian  form  of  government  could  have  supplied 
them  with  pastors.     They  were  sheep  without  a  shepherd. 
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The  tides  which  brought  these  fearless,  independent  and  hardy  folk, 
to  the  Southern  Highlands  of  America,  had  set  in  as  early  as  the  time 
when  the  cavaliers  landed  at  Jamestown.  Indeed  it  was  just  at  that  time, 
that,  following  the  suppression  of  Tyrone's  rebellion,  James  I  confiscated 
six  counties  of  the  Irish  province  of  Ulster  and  drove  out  their  Irish 
population.  These  estates  were  parcelled  out  to  a  body  of  Scotch  and 
English,  brought  over  for  this  purpose.  The  Scotch  preponderated  and 
became  known  as  the  Scotch-Irish.  A  century  later  these  Scotch-Irish 
were  driven  from  their  homes  by  the  persecution  of  the  English  prelacy 
and  were  forced  to  seek  refuge  in  the  New  World.  Following  the  An- 
trim evictions,  thirty  thousand  left  Ulster  for  a  land  of  freedom.  Then, 
in  1728,  the  movement  began  anew;  and  from  1729  to  1750  it  was  esti- 
mated that  about  twelve  thousand  came  annually  from  Ulster  to  America. 
Even  before  1729  so  many  had  settled  in  Pennsylvania  that  the  "Quaker 
president  of  that  colony  expressed  the  fear  that  they  would  become  pro- 
prietors" of  the  colony.  Half  a  million  Scotch-Irish  came  to  America 
in  this  period.  "Pushing  through  the  long  settled  lowlands  of  the  sea- 
coast,  they  at  once  made  their  abode  at  the  foot  of  the  mountains,  and 
became  the  outposts  of  civilization.  From  Pennsylvania,  whither  the 
great  majority  had  come,  they  drifted  south  along  the  foothills,  till  they 
met  their  brethren  from  Charleston  who  had  pushed  up  into  the  Carolina 
back-country.  In  this  land  of  hills,  covered  by  unbroken  forests,  they 
took  root  and  flourished,  stretching  in  a  broad  belt  from  North  to  South, 
a  shield  of  sinewy  men  thrust  in  between  the  people  of  the  seaboard  and 
the  red  warriors  of  the  wilderness.  All  through  this  region  they  were 
alike ;  they  had  as  little  kinship  with  the  Cavalier  as  with  the  Quaker ; 
the  west  was  won  by  those  who  have  been  rightly  called  the  Roundheads 
of  the  South,  the  same  men  who,  before  any  others,  declared  for  Ameri- 
can Independence". 

IV 

The  Methodist  preachers  who  came  to  these  sheep  in  the  wilderness, 
found  them  scattered  through  the  great  forests,  which  covered  every  part 
of  the  "Holston  country",  from  the  Blue  Ridge  to  the  Cumberlands ;  and 
from  the  banks  of  the  rivers  to  the  crests  of  the  mountains.  The  forests 
were  every  where.  Men  traveled  through  their  vast  stretches,  beneath  the 
spreading  branches  of  the  trees,  which  shut  out  the  light  of  the  sun.  Often 
a  whole  day  passed  without  the  lifting  of  the  deep  gloom  of  the  forest 
shade.  There  were  no  large  clearings.  Wherever  a  cabin  was  builft, 
the  work  of  clearing  was  begun.  The  trees  were  felled  and  burned,  as 
much  to  provide  an  opening  from  the  gloom  of  the  forest  as  to  prepare 
the  land  for  cultivation.  It  was  of  equal  importance  to  remove  the  trees 
from  near  the  cabins  so  that  attacking  Indians  should  have  no  shelter  for 
their  stealthy  approach.  The  pioneer  families  lived  in  deep  isolation. 
Their  cabins  were  often  far  apart.  At  the  warning  of  danger  from  the 
Indians  they  left  their  cabins  and,  taking  whatever  they  possessed,  hurried 
to  the  nearest  block-house  or  fort  for  mutual  protection.  They  lived 
almost  as  simply  as  the  savages,  whom  they  were  slowly  driving  before 
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them.  But  they  never  lost  the  tradition  of  the  races  from  which  they 
were  descended.  They  had  not  come  to  the  wilderness  to  escape  from 
civilization.  They  had  come  to  build  a  new  and  better  civilization  than  that 
which  had  denied  them  the  rights  of  freedom  and  liberty,  especially  liberty 
of   conscience   and   of    worship. 

Their  morals  degenerated  under  the  stress  which  drove  them  away 
from  their  homes  in  Ireland  and  elsewhere.  Their  morals  did  not  improve 
as  they  began  the  hard  life  of  the  frontier ;  but  they  never  forgot  that 
it  was  because  of  their  faith  that  they  had  been  forced  to  come  to  this 
wilderness.  They  had  brought  their  Bibles  with  them.  They  had  not 
forgotten  the  faith  of  their  fathers.  As  surely  as  they  hoped  for  a  liveli- 
hood ;  they  hoped,  also,  to  establish  the  worship  of  God.  They  had, 
indeed,  come  for  that  purpose ;  and  no  hardship  should  be  allowed  to 
destroy  that  aspiration.  For  the  present  they  had  very  few  preachers 
and  no  places  of  worship  except  in  the  cabins  of  the  pioneers.  This  was 
the  land  and  these  were  the  folk  to  whom  the  Methodist  circuit  riders 
brought  the  gospel  as  they  began  their   work  in   Holston. 

The  creed  of  the  pioneers  in  this  highland  country  was  Presbyterian ; 
the  established  church  of  the  seaboard  gained  no  foothold  in  the  moun- 
tains. As  before  indicated,  Methodist  preachers  came  to  the  Holston 
country  along  with  the  early  settlers.  In  a  short  time,  "Wherever  there 
was  a  group  of  log  cabins,  thither  some  Methodist  circuit-rider  made 
his  way".  The  fiery  preaching  of  these  self-sacrificing  Methodist  cir- 
cuit-riders exactly  suited  the  temper  of  the  pioneers.  "They  were  not 
stirred  to  the  depth  of  their  natures  until  Methodism  worked  its  way 
into  the  wilderness".  Soon  the  fiery  zeal  of  the  Methodists  made  them 
the  leaders.  The  circuit-rider  came  into  his  own  with  the  revival  of 
1800.  Although  it  was  just  past  a  quarter  of  a  century  since  Asbury 
had  come  to  America,  when  the  great  revival  of  religion  swept  over  the 
west,  the  Methodist  church  took  a  leading  part  in  that  great  work  and 
soon  became  one  of  the  leading  religious  forces  in  the  frontier  com- 
munities. By  this  time  young  William  McKendree  was  in  charge  of  the 
itinerant  forces  of  Methodism  beyond  the  Cumberlands.  He  had  had  come 
to  the  kingdom  for  such  a  day  as  this. 


Holston  appears  in  the  minutes,  for  the  first  time,  in  1783.  Jeremiah 
Lambert  was  appointed  as  the  first  preacher  on  the  circuit.  It  is  not 
possible,  at  this  date,  to  say  who  was  the  first  Methodist  to  preach  in 
Holston;  nor  who  were  the  first  Methodist  laymen.  It  is  probable  that 
the  first  preaching  was  done  by  local  preachers.  Such  preachers,  licensed 
by  John  Wesley,  were  thus  early  on  the  frontier.  Among  Irish  immi- 
grants who  had  come  to  America,  was  Phillip  Embury  (Palatine-Irish)  ; 
and  Robert  Strawbridge;  both  of  whom  are  known  as  pioneers  in  building 
churches,  one  in  Maryland  and  the  other  in  New  York.  Edward  Morgan 
was  certainly  one  of  the  early  local  preachers  in  Holston.     Perhaps  the 
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first  house  built  for  Methodist  worship,  was  Page's  Meeting  House,  near 
where  the  village  of'  New  River  now  stands,  in  Pulaski  county.  It  was 
built  of  logs  and  was  used  for  nearly  a  century.  There  was  preaching 
at  an  early  time  in  the  cabin  of  Frank  Munsey,  near  where  Wabash 
Camp   Ground    was    afterward    established. 

Jeremiah  Lambert  found  sixty  members  in  Holston.  By  whom  they 
had  been  gathered  no  one  can  say.  Lambert  was  from  New  Jersey;  the 
year  he  came  to  Holston  was  his  third  year  "in  the  connection''.  Holston 
was  his  third  circuit.  His  work  was  finished  by  death  two  years  later. 
Five  years  and  five  circuits :  Talbott,  Brunswick,  Holston,  Philadelphia, 
Antigua.  His  life  was  typical  of  the  early  Methodist  itinerant.  After 
him  came  others  of  the  same  spirit,  whose  lives  moved  in  the  same  orbit. 
Next  came  Henry  Willis,  who  was  a  native  of  Brunswick  county,  Vir- 
ginia, where  Lambert  had  been  the  year  before  he  came  to  Holston.  The 
Brunswick  circuit  was  the  scene  of  the  first  great  revivals  which  occurred 
in  the   Methodist  church  in  America. 

After  Willis  came  Mark  Moore  and  Reuben  Ellis.  The  two  names 
next  following:  John  Tunnell  and  Thomas  Ware  are  names  of  note  in 
Holston  and  in  Methodism.  John  Tunnell  entered  the  ministry  at  twenty ; 
he  died  at  thirty  five.  In  the  mean  time  he  served,  as  pastor  and  presiding 
elder,  from  Charleston,  S.  C,  to  New  York.  He  had  but  fifteen  years 
in  the  itinerancy,  but  he  left  a  shining  name  among  those  young  men  who 
created  Methodism  in  Holston  and  in  America.  Thomas  Ware  spent  two 
years  in  Holston,  among  the  pioneers  on  Watauga,  Nollichucky,  French; 
Broad  and  Pigeon.  He  was  of  the  few,  among  early  Methodist  preachers, 
who  had  a  long  career  in  itinerant  work.  His  active  labors  reached  from" 
1784  to  1842,  fifty  eight  years.  In  this  time  he  was  frontier  circuit-rider, 
city  pastor,  presiding  elder,  missionary  to  Jamaica,  editor  and  Book  Stew- 
ard. His  labors,  hardships,  dangers,  courage,  fortitude  and  devotion,  as 
he  rode  the  Nollichucky  circuit,  traveling  from  one  lonely  cabin  to  another, 
along  roads  sometimes  infested  by  marauding  Indians,  were  as  heroic  as 
may  be  found  among  the  records  of  those  days  of  heroic  pioneering. 
No  cabin  was  too  lonely  for  a  Methodist  circuit-rider  to  visit;  no  trail 
too  dim  for  him  to  follow ;  no  fatigue  too  great  for  him  to  endure ;  no 
weather  too  severe  for  him  to  face ;  no  man  too  depraved  for  him  to  seek. 

The  pioneers  lived  a  simple  and  frugal  life;  but  they  had  their  cabin 
homes  and  their  families.  After  the  first  year  they  usually  had  bread ; 
game  was  abundant  and  easy  to  secure.  After  the  standards  of  their 
day,  they  lived  in  comfort,  with  the  hope  of  greater  comfort  as  the  years 
should  pass. 

The  men  who  answered  the  call  of  the  Methodist  ministry,  in  those 
days,  whatever  may  be  said  of  later  times,  did  so  with  the  full  under- 
standing that  they  were  turning  their  backs  on  homes  and  families ;  on 
ease  and  comfort ;  on  wealth  and  leisure.  They  were  filled  with  a  passion 
for  the  salvation  of  men;  they  counted  not  their  lives  dear  unto  themselves, 
so  that  they  might  save  men. 
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Nor  was  their  renunciation  a  mere  dramatic  gesture.  They  were  really 
devoted  to  lives  of  self  denial  and  continuous  sacrifice.  They  knew 
hunger  and  cold  and  hardship  and  weariness  by  daily  experience.  Thus 
they  labored  day  after  day,  until,  for  most  of  them,  there  was  the  break 
of  health,  followed  by  speedy  death.  They  were  not  aware  that  they  were 
living  heroically.  They  were  aware  that  they  were  bearing  a  message 
of  life  to  folk  who  were  in  desperate  need. 

Their  circuits  were  so  arranged  that  they  preached  every  day  of  the 
week,  on  four  weeks  circuits,  at  a  different  place  each  day.  At  first  their 
preaching  places  were  in  the  cabins  of  the  pioneers.  Log  churches  began 
to  arise  here  and  there,  but  it  was  long  before  there  were  enough  churches 
to  take  the  place  of  the  cabins  for  preaching  places.  The  preachers  found 
lodging  wherever  night  overtook  them,  if  they  could  find  a  family  who 
would  share  their  cabin  with  them.  Thomas  Ware  was  on  the  French 
Broad  one  rainy  night  and  stopped,  late  at  night,  at  a  lonely  cabin.  Its 
owner  told  him  he  could  stay  if  he  would  turn  his  horse  into  the  woods 
and  sleep  on  the  floor  without  covering.  His  hosts  sat  down  to  eat  their 
meal,  without  inviting  the  stranger  to  eat  with  them.  Such  inhospitality, 
however,  was  not  common  on  the  frontier. 

The  preachers  were  always  plainly  clad.  Saddle-bags  were  their  ward- 
robes and  dressers.  Their  clothes  became  worn  and  had  to  be  patched. 
William  Burke  writes  of  his  experiences,  in  1794-95, :  "I  was  reduced 
to  the  last  pinch.  My  clothes  were  nearly  all  gone.  I  had  patch  upon 
patch,  and  patch  by  patch;  and  I  received  only  money  enough  to  buy  a 
waistcoat,  and  not  enough  to  pay  for  the  making,  during  the  two  quarters 
I  remained  on  the  circuit".  Their  salaries  at  best  were  $64.00  for  a 
year's  work.  At  worst  they  were  hardly  enough  to  keep  soul  and  body 
together.  On  one  occasion,  when  Bishop  Asbury  held  a  session  of  the 
conference  at  Felix  Earnest's,  he  found  the  preachers  in  such  great  need 
that  "to  aid  them,  he  parted  with  his  watch,  a  coat  and  a  shirt".  But 
they  had  learned  to  suffer  want  and  to  abound.  That  very  year  "one 
thousand  and  four  hundred  members  had  been  added  in  the  bounds  of  the 
conference.     "Fifty  five  preachers  were  stationed  and  all  pleased". 

The  first  generation  of  Methodist  preachers  were  unmarried.  There 
were  no  rules  against  marriage.  They  took  no  vows  of  celibacy.  The 
very  conditions  under  which  they  lived  and  labored  made  it  impracticable 
for  them  to  marry.  A  man  whose  field  of  labor  was  in  South  Carolina 
one  year,  in  New  York  the  next,  in  Ohio  the  next,  simply  could  not  have 
a  family  01  a  home.  Nor  could  he  support  a  family  on  $64.00  for  a  year. 
They  nearly  all  refrained  from  marrying.  Bishop  Asbury  was  a  bachelor 
as  was  his  successor,  Bishop  McKendree.  When  a  preacher  married  he 
almost  always  located.  William  Burke  stands  out  among  them  as  a  man 
who  did  marry  and  did  not  locate. 

These  conditions  told  heavily  on  the  personnell  of  the  ministry.  Stevens 
says :  "Most  of  the  early  itinerants  had  to  locate,  at  least,  on  account  of 
their  broken  health,  or  the  sufferings  of  their   families.     Of  six  hundred 
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and  fifty  whose  names  appeared  in  the  Minutes,  by  the  close  of  the  century, 
about  five  hundred  died  located,  and  many  of  the  remainder  were,  for 
a  longer  or  shorter  interval,  in  the  local  ranks,  but  were  able  again  to 
enter  the  itinerancy.  Nearly  half  of  those  whose  deaths  are  recorded 
died  before  they  were  thirty  years  old ;  about  two  thirds  died  before 
they  had  spent  twelve  years  in  the  laborious  service.  They  fell  martyrs 
to  their  work."  Many  died  of  "pulmonary  trouble".  What  we  now 
call  tuberculosis  took  heavy  toll  of  the  lives  of  these  men  who,  frequently, 
without  sufficient  food  or  clothing,  were  exposed  to  all  kinds  of  weather 
while  they  performed  the  most  difficult  feats  of  labor  and  travel.  When 
they  were  forced  to  locate,  they  usually  continued  to  preach  as  local 
preachers.  It  should  be  emblazoned  every  where  in  Methodist  history  that 
the  local  preacher  played  a  great  part  in  the  achievement  of  success  in  the 
early  days  of  Methodism.  They  were  often  among  the  ablest  men  in  the 
connection.     They  were  acceptable  preachers  in  any  part  of  the  church. 

There  were  no  easy  triumphs  for  the  early  Methodist  preachers  in 
Holston.  They  won  converts  slowly.  Sixteen  were  added  as  the  result 
of  the  first  year  which  Lambert  spent  on  the  frontier.  In  ten  years 
there  were  barely  one  thousand.  When  another  seven  years  had  passed 
the  further  increase  was  less  than  one  hundred  and  fifty.  There  was  no 
mass  movement  in  the  early  frontier  days.  The  people  were  too  sparsely 
settled  for  getting  together  in  great  throngs.  It  was  because  of  this 
condition  that,  a  little  later,  the  camp  meeting  was  invented,  and  grew 
into  one  of  the  popular  and  characteristic  institutions  of  the  frontier. 
In  the  meantime  the  tireless  circuit  rider  sought  out  the  people  in  thfeir 
cabins,  often  far  apart.  He  preached  to  small  groups,  often  in  their 
cabin  homes.  As  he  preached,  his  aim  was  to  reach  and  save  the  unsaved. 
Every  service  was  a  special  service  and  most  of  the  conversions  of  those 
early  days  occurred  in  the  regular  monthly  preaching  services.  The 
preacher  preached  once  and  rode  on  to  his  next  appointment. 

The  story  of  the  conversion  of  Madame  Russell  has  been  preserved  to 
us.  Mrs.  Russell  was  the  sister  of  Patrick  Henry.  She  had  married  the 
gallant  Col.  William  Campbell  and  had  come  with  him  to  his  home  at 
"Aspenvale",  near  Seven-Mile-Ford,  Virginia.  Col.  Campbell  had  gone 
with  Shelby  and  Sevier  to  King's  Mountain.  There,  as  commander  of  the 
"mountain  men",  he  had  won  victory  and  fame  in  the  defeat  of  Ferguson 
and  the  capture  of  what  remained  of  his  forces.  The  assembly  of  Vir- 
ginia had  brevetted  him  Brigadier  General.  Within  a  year  the  brave 
young  officer  died,  leaving  Elizabeth,  his  wife  and  two  small  children 
in  their  frontier  home.  Mrs.  Campbell  later  became  the  wife  of  Gen. 
William    Russell. 

In  1788  the  Russells  were  living  at  the  Saltworks.  On  the  first  Sun- 
day in  May,  John  Tunnell,  accompained  by  Thomas  Ware,  preached  at 
Keywood,  in  the  house,  in  which,  ten  days  later,  Bishop  Asbury  held  the 
first  conference  west  of  the  Blue  Ridge.  After  the  service  closed,  Mrs. 
Russell  invited  the  preachers  to  her  home.  At  the  same  time  she  told 
them  that  she  wanted  them  to  show  her  the  way  of  salvation.         .     .' 
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When  the  meal  had  been  served  the  opportunity  came,  at  once,  for  the 
preachers  to  comply  with  the  request  made  by  Mrs.  Russell  at  the  close  of 
the  morning  service.  They  spent  a  large  part  of  the  afternoon  instructing 
Mrs.  Russell  and  praying  with  her.  After  laboring  long  with  her,  they 
left  her  alone  in  the  house  and  withdrew  to  pray  among  the  trees.  As 
they  prayed  they  heard  shouts  of  joy  and,  returning  to  the  house,  found 
Mrs.  Russell  rejoicing  in  the  salvation  of  the  Lord.  A  little  later  Gen. 
Russell  also  found  the  Lord.  This  story  has  been  preserved  to  later  gen- 
erations because  of  the  well  deserved  eminence  of  "Madame  Russell".  .  It 
was  such  an  incident  as  must  have  occurred  many  times,  as  those  earnest 
evangelists,  the  Methodist  circuit-rider,  traveled  the  long  trails  through 
the  pioneer   settlements. 

An  incident  in  the  life  of  Edward  Cox  reveals  what  was  sometimes 
taking  place  in  the  life  of  a  Methodist  layman  of  those  times.  Mr.  Cox 
had  come  out  from  Baltimore  county,  Maryland  in  1773,  and  had  settled 
west  of  Sapling  Grove.  His  cabin  is  still  standing,  near  Bluff  City. 
He  had  received  the  gospel  from  Francis  Asbury ;  and  maintained  fervent 
faith  through  a  long  life.  After  camp  meetings  began  to  be  held,  he  took 
his  family  in  the  farm  wagon  to  the  camp  ground.  On  one  occasion  he 
took,  along  with  his  own  family,  the  daughter  of  a  notoriously  ungodly 
neighbor ;  and  this  girl  was  converted  at  the  camp  meeting.  The  father  was 
so  angered  that  he  swore  vengeance  against  Mr.  Cox.  The  two  men  met 
on  the  highway ;  and  the  angry  father  declared  his  purpose  of  whipping 
Mr.  Cox,  whom  he  cursed  and  abused  roundly.  Mr.  Cox  listened,  silently, 
to  curses  and  abuses ;  and  when  the  man's  fury  wore  itself  out  with  angry 
words,  Mr.  Cox,  with  streaming  eyes,  appealed  to  the  man  to  accept  his 
daughter's  Savior.  Kneeling  in  the  middle  of  the  road  he  prayed  for  his 
neighbor;  and,  before  leaving  the  spot,  had  the  joy  of  seeing  his  neighbor 
converted. 

As  the  pioneers  were  carving  out  of  the  forests  a  great  state,  the 
devoted  circuit  riders  and  the  no-less-devoted  laymen  were  laying  the 
foundations  of  a  great  church. 

VI 

Lambert  found  sixty  members  when  he  came  to  Holston.  The  records 
do  not  tell  us  where  they  came  from,  nor  by  whom  they  were  gathered. 
They  probably  came  in  with  other  pioneers  who  were  seeking  lands  in  the 
wilderness.  If  there  were  local  preachers  among  them  they  would  look 
after  those  who  belonged  to  the  Methodist  "society" ;  and  they  would  ask 
that  a  circuit-rider  be  sent  to  them.  At  the  end  of  a  year,  Lambert  re- 
ported seventy  six  members.  Two  years  later  there  were  two  hundred 
and  fifty  members.  The  numbers  increased  slowly;  but  at  the  end  of 
eleven  years,  in  1794,  there  were  one  thousand  and  four.  The  next  four 
years  show  decline  and  the  number  dropped  to  eight  hundred  and  fifty 
four.  By  1800  they  were  climbing  again,  slowly  but  steadily.  At  the 
end  of  seventeen  years  there  were  eleven  hundred  and  forty  one  members. 
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Two  years  later  membership  showed  the  effects  of  the  great  revival. 
There  were  two  thousand  nine  hundred  and  eighty  one.  The  number  reach- 
ed six  thousand  and  fourteen  in  1813.  Eleven  years  later  in  1824,  when 
Holston  Conference  was  organized,  there  were  fourteen  thousand  nine 
hundred  and  thirty  four  members,  reported  at  its  first  session,  which 
was  held  in  Knoxville. 

In  the  meantime,  they  were  building  churches.  Page's  Meeting  House, 
already  referred  to;  Acuffs  Chapel  in  Sullivan  county;  Pine  Grove,  south 
of  French  Broad,  near  the  mouth  of  Big  Pigeon;  these  were  simple  log 
houses.  In  1809  Johnnie  Haynie  built  Macedonia,  near  Knoxville;  and 
about  1816  he  built  the  first  Methodist  church  in  Knoxville :  Methodist 
Hill.  By  this  time  there  were  numerous  churches  in  the  territory  between 
the  New  River  and  Knoxville. 

Methodism  had  taken  root  among  these  Scotch-Irish  pioneers  and  their 
neighbors.  Methodism  had  found  a  constituency  among  a  people  of  as 
sturdy  stock  as  any  who  came  to  North  America.

Dr.  J.  N.  Hillman 
read  the  following  resolution  expressing  the  appreciation  of  the 
Conference  for  the  work  of  Bishop  Ainsworth  during  his  presi- 
dency of  the  Holston  Conference. 

It  has  been  said  that  organizations  and  institutions  are  of  times  the 
lengthened  shadows  of  a  man.  Holston  Conference  has  been  notable  in 
Methodism  for  its  response  to  outstanding  leadership. 

For  the  past  six  years  our  President  and  Chief  Pastor,  Bishop 
William  N.  Ainsworth,  has  made  an  unusual  contribution  to  the  happi- 
ness and  spiritual  well-being  of  our  Conference.  His  great  ability, 
his  brotherly  spirit,  his  fairness,  his  patience,  his  untiring  energy,  his 
passionate  heart,  and  his  courageous  soul  have  been  an  inspiration  to 
all  of  us.  Much  of  the  credit  for  the  present  peace,  harmony,  and 
genuine  brotherly  love  which  exist  among  us  is  due  to  him  and  his 
example  of  high  devotion  to  the  Kingdom  and  the  high  plane  on  which 
he  has  so  ably  conducted  the  affairs  of  the  Conference. 

Therefore,  your  Committee  offers  the   following  resolution: 

1.  That  we  record  our  grateful  and  affectionate  appreciation  for 
the  unselfish  and  even  self-forgetful  service  which  Bishop  Ainsworth 
has  rendered  in  our  midst. 

2.  That  we  give  thanks  to  a  kind  Heavenly  Father  for  the  preser- 
vation of  his  life  and  express  the  earnest  hope  that  he  may  enjoy  many 
years  of  useful  service,  and 

3.  That  these  expressions  of  love  and  good  wishes  be  spread  upon 
the  minutes  of  this  Conference  Session  as  a  token  of  our  individual 
and  of  our  collective  esteem  and  brotherly  affection."

SUPPLEMENT  "A" 
REPORT  OF  HOLSTON  CONFERENCE  CORPORATION 

Bluefield,  West  Virginia. 
October  7,  1937. 

To  the  Holston  Annual  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 

Church,  South,  sitting  in  114th  Session  at 

Bluefield,  West  Virginia. 

Under  date  of  July  20,  1937,  the  corporation  purchased  from 
Laura  E.  Foute,  and  another,  Subdivision  Three  of  Lots  Nos. 
317,  319,  321  and  323,  Block  53,  Clinton  Street,  Harriman,  Ten- 
nessee, the  consideration  being  $600.00.  A  portion  of  the  con- 
sideration was  paid  from  funds  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer, 
and  the  remainder  was  borrowed,  to  be  repaid  in  90  days,  from 
rent  receipts  from  the  Winslow  Apartments.  The  deed  is  of 
record  in  the  Register's  Office  at  Kingston  in  Deed  Book  "K," 
Series  5,  page  191.  The  lot  in  question  adjoins  the  Winslow 
Apartments,  of  the  corporation,  on  the  west,  and  was  needed  as 
a  part  of  the  apartment  properties.  The  deed  was  taken  in  the 
corporate  name,  The  Holston  Annual  Conference  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  South,  Inc.,  and  bears  trust  clauses  in  favor  of 
Hiwassee  College,  identical  with  those  in  Mr.  Winslow's  deed  con- 
veying the  Apartment  proporties  to  the  corporation.

Salary  paid  by  each  respective  Charge,  and  as  follows : 

From  Charges  paying  $1500.00  to  $2499.00,  three   (3)   per  cent. 
From  Charges  paying  $2500.00  to  $3499.00,   four    (4)   per  cent. 
From  Charges  paying  $3500.00  or  more,  five   (5)  per  cent. 

A  list  upon  which  distribution  of  the  Minimum  Salary  Fund  should 
this  year  be  made  has  been  prepared,  and  will  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the 
Secretary  handling  that  question. 

As  report  No.  2,  the  Commission  will  submit  final  data  for  publication 
in  the  1937  Annual,  showing  in  detail  receipts  and  disbursements.

CENTENARY  COLLEGE 

Pursuant  to  instructions  of  the  Conference,  by  action  set  forth  or 
pages  114  and  115  of  the  1936  Annual,  your  Commission  on  Audits  anc? 
Fiscal  Matters  has  closed  settlements  with  the  several  creditors  of  tbf 
Centenary  College,  Cleveland,  Tennessee, 
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The  items  of  indebtedness  of  the  College  as  reported  to  the  Commis- 
sion in  1935  by  D.  Sullins  Stuart,  the  then  Secretary  and  counsel  of  THE 
BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES  OF  CENTENARY  COLLEGE,  the  College 
corporation,  amounted  to  $66,836.00,  plus  accrued  interest;  and  this  amount 
was  used  as  the  basis  of  settlement  herein  reported,  although  slight  varia- 
tions in  amounts  had  taken  place  because  of  renewals  of  some  of  the  notes. 
There  was  an  additional  item,  as  shown  by  our  former  reports,  being  a 
College  note  executed  to  Mr.  Hardwick  for  $9137.41,  but  this  note  was 
negotiated  only  in  the  form  of  collateral  to  the  two  notes,  set  out  below, 
executed  by  the  corporation  to  the  Cleveland  National  Bank,  for  $8676.00 
and  $8160.00  respectively. 

The  bonds  and  notes  were  the  obligations  of  the  College  corporation, 
and  were  executed  in  the  name  of  the  corporation  by  George  L.  Hardwick, 
President,  and  D.  Sullins  Stuart,  Secretary,  except  as  to  the  two  notes 
to  the  Bank,  recently  renewed  by  the  President  alone  in  the  name  of  the 
corporation. 

The  College  corporation  closed  the  sale  of  the  College  properties  to  the 
Bob  Jones  College  for  $33,000.00  and  this  amount  was  disbursed  by  the  cor- 
poration through  its  President,  direct  to  the  creditors,  without  the  needless 
routine  of  going  through  the  hands  of  your  Commission. 

Your  Commission  handled,  through  our  Conference  corporation,  THE 
HOLSTON  ANNUAL  CONFERENCE  OF  THE  METHODIST  EPIS- 
COPAL CHURCH,  SOUTH,  INC.,  two  items  of  cash,  the  $7,000.00  ad- 
vanced by  the  Board  of  Christian  Education,  and  $2,063.00  turned  over  to 
the  Commission  by  that  Board,  the  latter  being,  we  understand,  the  1936 
apportionment  to  Centenary  College  debts  from  the  Benevolences.  The 
amortization  notes  were  executed  in  the  name  of  this  corporation  by  L.  M. 
Thomas,  President  and  F.  A.  Carter,  Treasurer. 

The  College  corporation  had  on  hand  a  small  balance,  $552.19,  from 
interest  under  the  Bob  Jones  College  option  contract. 

Our  cash  disbursements  were  made,  and  the  amounts  of  balances  rep- 
resented by  the  amortization  notes  were  fixed  by  instruction  of  Mr.  Hard- 
wick, the  President  of  the  debtor  corporation,  in  whose  hands  were  kept 
the  corporate  records.

The  above  amortization  notes  aggregate  $50,512.20,  of  which  $37,177.25 
is  principal,  and  $13,334-95  is  interest  at  six  per  cent  per  annum;  each  of 
the  four  items  embraces  a  series  of  ten  notes  in  equal  amounts ;  all  bear 
date  November  1,  1936,  and  mature,  one  note  of  each  series,  on  November

Your  Commission  has  been  unable  this  year,  because  of  the  mass  of 
detail  required  in  carrying  out  the  Conference  instructions  as  to  other  items, 
to  give  attention  to  the  items  referred  to  it  as  to  Emory  and  Henry  College, 
all  as  set  forth  on  pages  64  and  78  of  the  1936  Annual.  However,  it  is 
planned,  unless  the  Conference  shall  change  its  former  instructions,  to  re- 
port fully  on  these  items  at  the  1938  meeting  of  the  Conference.

HIWASSEE  COLLEGE 

To  save  repetition  reference  is  made,  for  brevity,  to  items  on  the  subject 
of  Hiwassee  College  in  our  former  reports  as  follows :

1936  Holston  Annual,  pages  64,  65,  66,  67 ;  73-4  and  78. 

As  shown  on  pages  73  and  74  of  the  1936  Annual,  the  College  authorities 
took  action  at  their  September  1936  meeting,  in  part,  as  follows : 

"*  *  *  that  the  Corporation  be  brought  wholly  within  the  control 
of  the  Holston  Annual  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  South,  *  *  *  that  a  committee  of  four  composed  of  the 
President,  F.  A.  Carter,  Dora  E.  Young,  the  Corporation's  counsel, 
J.  W.  Perry,  and  Sue  K.  Hicks  be  and  they  are  hereby  appointed 
to  represent  the  Board  and  the  Corporation  in  presenting  the  pro- 
posal to  the  Holston  Conference,  and,  if  accepted,  to  collaborate 
with  the  Conference  authorities  in  carrying  out  the  purposes  of 
these  resolutions,  *  *  *" 

The  proffer  of  the  College  was  accepted  and  the  matter  was  referred  to 
this  Commission  "to  cooperate  with  the  College  authorities  to  accomplish 
the  results  set  forth"  in  the  foregoing  resolutions,  all  as  shown  at  page  78 
of  the  1936  Annual. 

The  efforts  of  your  Commission  have  been  continuous  throughout  the 
year  to  carry  out  the  instructions  of  the  Conference,  but  success  has  not 
been  attained. 

A  Joint  Committee  composed  of  representatives  of  the  College  Board 
and  your  Commission  worked  out  details  as  to  charter  amendment,  in  accord 
with  Conference  instructions,  but  the  Board  failed  to  adopt  the  Commit- 
tee's report,  and  the  status  of  the  Corporation  remains  unchanged. 

A    form   of   charter   amendment,   together   with   form   of   procedure  for 

perfecting  the  amendment,  which  would,   if   made  effective,  carry  out  the 

will  of  the  Conference  by  bringing  the  College  within  the  control  of  the 
Church  and  of  the  Holston  Conference,  is  as  follows : 
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We,  M.  A.  Stevenson  and  H.  L.  Callahan,  the  President  and  Secretary 
respectively,  of  the  Trustees  of  Hiwassee  College,  a  corporation  chartered 
and  organized  under  a  special  Act  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Ten- 
nessee, pursuant  to  direction  from  the  Directors  or  Trustees  of  the  Cor- 
poration, hereby  certify  that,  at  a  meeting  of  the  said  Directors  or  Trus- 
tees, occupying  the  positions  both  of  Directors  and  Stockholders  of  said 
Corporation,  legally  called  and  held  at  the  office  of  the  Corporation  in  the 
Town  of  Madisonville,  Tennessee,  a  resolution  in  writing  was  adopted  by 
an  affirmative  vote  of  the  said  Directors  or  Trustees,  said  affirmative  vote 
representing  a  majority  and  legal  quorum  of  the  Board  of  Directors  or 
Trustees  of  said  corporation,  declaring  the  desire  of  the  Directors  or  Trus- 
tees to  amend  the  Charter  of  their  said  corporation  for  the  purpose  of 
changing  the  corporate  name  from  "Trustees  of  Hiwassee  College"  to 
HIWASSEE  COLLEGE,  INC.,  and  of  changing  the  plan  of  appoint- 
ing or  electing  the  members  of  the  corporation's  Board  of  Directors  or 
Trustees  and  of  modernizing  the  Charter  and  bringing  it,  on  its  face, 
within  the  forms  provided  by  the  current  Statute  laws  of  the  State  of 
Tennessee,  so  as  to  make  the  Charter  as  a  whole,  read  as  follows  :

with  and  controlled  by,  the  Holston  Annual  Conference  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  South. 

"The  purpose  of  this  corporation  shall  be  to  operate  and  conduct  a 
school  or  schools,  a  college  or  colleges,  any  one,  two  or  all,  such  school 
or  schools,  college  or  colleges  to  be  affiliated  with  and  controlled  by  Hol- 
ston Annual  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  and  to 
do  all  things  which  may  be  incident  to,  or  necessary,  proper  or  pertinent 
in  the  operation  and  conduct  of  such  an  institution  or  institutions. 

"The  persons  named  in  the  Charter  of  Incorporation  shall  be  members 
of,  and  constitute  the  first  Board  of  Trustees  of  such  Corporation,  and 
they  shall  hold  office  until  such  time  as  their  successors  or  the  successors 
of  any  of  them  shall  be  chosen  by  the  Holston  Annual  Conference  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  or  its  successor  or  successors  in  the 
territory  of  the  main  plant  of  the  Corporation. 
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~>  "The  number  of  Trustees  of  this  corporation  may  be  increased  to  any 
number  not  exceeding  fifty,  as  may  be  determined  by  the  said  Holston 
Annual  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  or  its  right- 
ful successor  or  successors,  as  aforesaid,  which  organization  of  said  Church 
or  denomination,  or  successor  thereto,  shall  have  authority  to  prescribe  the 
terms  of  office,  and  the  manner  of  electing  the  Trustees  and  prescribe 
the  manner  of  electing  members  to  fill  vacancies  that  may  arise  in  such 
Board  of  Trustees  when  either  by  death  or  resignation  the  said  member- 
ship of  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  become  vacant  before  the  expiration 
of  the  term  for  which  said  member  was  elected. 

"The  general  powers  of  this  corporation  shall  be  to  sue  and  be  sued 
by  its  corporate  name ;  to  contract  and  be  contracted  with ;  to  have  and 
use  a  common  seal  which  it  may  alter  at  pleasure;  and  if  no  common  seal 
is  adopted  or  provided  for,  then  the  signature  of  the  corporation  by  any 
duly  authorized  officer  shall  be  legal  and  binding;  to  purchase  and  hold, 
and  to  receive  by  gift  or  bequest,  personal  property  in  any  amount,  real 
estate  in  any  amount,  money,  choses  in  action  or  other  things  of  value ; 
and  in  addition  to  personal  property  owned,  held  or  received  by  the  cor- 
poration, it  may  purchase  and  hold  all  real  estate  necessary  for  the  pur- 
poses of  the  corporation  and  may  own  or  hold  any  real  or  personal  estate 
which  may  be  given,  devised  or  bequeathed  to  the  corporation,  the  same 
to  be  held  and  used  for  carrying  on  the  corporate  purposes ;  provided  that 
all  property,  real,  personal  or  mixed,  so  purchased  or  held,  or  received  by 
gift,  devise  or  bequest,  or  otherwise,  or  if  sold  or  otherwise  disposed  of, 
the  proceeds  thereof,  shall  be  held  in  trust  by  the  corporation  under  the 
control  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  its  successor  or  succes- 
sors, and  by  the  Annual  Conference  thereof  within  whose  bounds  the  main 
plant  of  said  corporation  is  or  may  be  situated  in  such  manner  as  they  shall 
prescribe  not  inconsistent  with  nor  contrary  to,  the  laws  of  the  United 
States,  or  the  State  of  Tennessee;  to  purchase  or  accept  real  estate  in  pay- 
ment of  any  debt  due  the  corporation,  and  sell  the  same;  to  borrow 
money  to  be  used  in  payment  for  property  bought  by  the  corporation,  for 
erecting  buildings  and  making  improvements ;  and  for  other  purposes  ger- 
mane to  the  objects  of  the  corporation,  and  to  secure  by  mortgage,  pledge, 
or  deed  of  trust  upon  the  property,  and  funds  owned  by  it,  the  repayment 
of  money  borrowed ;  to  accept,  hold  and  manage,  as  trustee,  any  property, 
money  or  effects  bequeathed  or  devised  to  it  for  any  special  purpose  ger-

SUPPLEMENT  5 

HOLSTON  ORPHANAGE 

On  October  23,  last,  the  Executive  Committee  and  District  Secretaries 
of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  of  Holston  Conference  convened  in 
Bristol,  invited  the  Chairman  of  your  Commission  to  appear  and  present 
the  action  of  the  Conference  relative  to  Holston  Orphanage,  which  was 
done.  After  thorough  and  lengthy  discussion  the  following  resolutions 
were  unanimously  adopted : 

Resolved,  that  it  is  the  sense  of  this,  the  Mid-year  meeting  of  the 
Executive  Committee  and  the  District  Secretaries  of  the  Woman's 
Missionary  Society  of  the  Holston  Conference  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  South,  that  proper  action  be  taken  by  charter 
amendment  or  otherwise  to  constitute  the  Holston  Orphanage  a 
Church-owned  and  Church-controlled  institution,  with  the  right  of 
control  in  the  Holston  Annual  Conference;  and 

Resolved,  further,  that  it  be  and  hereby  is  recommended  that  like 
action  be  taken  by  the  Missionary  Society  at  its  next  annual  meet- 
ing. 

Following  the  above  meeting  and  action  the  Chairman  of  your  Com- 
mission appeared  at  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Orphan- 
age and  presented  the  cause.  Action  was  taken  by  the  Board  deferring 
final  action  until  after  the  Annual  meeting  of  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Society. 

At  the  Annual  meeting  of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society,  held  in 
Knoxville  on  April  28,  last,  the  Orphanage  issue  was  presented,  pro  and 
con,  and  after  lengthy  discussion  the  following  resolutions  were  adopted 
by  an  overwhelming  maj  ority  vote : 

Whereas,  the  Charter  of  the  Holston  Orphanage,  which  was 
executed  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Tennessee,  placed  the  oper- 
ation and  control  of  the  Orphanage  in  a  Board  of  Directors  the  pro- 
vision for  whose  election  does  not  make  secure  to  the  Church  its 
ownership  and  control,  and 

Whereas,  the  Holston  Annual  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Epis- 
copal Church,  South,  through  its  various  organizations — such  as  the 
Sunday  Schools,  the  Woman's  Missionary  Societies  and  other  agen- 
cies, as  well  as  hosts  of  individual  church  members,  has  contributed 
largely  to  the  support  and  maintenance  of  the  Orphanage,  and 

Whereas,  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society,  through  all  the  his- 
tory of  the  Orphanage  has  sustained  a  vital  relationship,  and  an  abid- 
ing interest  in  it,  we  desire  to  make  sure  such  provisions  as  will  per- 
petuate this  relationship,  and 
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Whereas,  the  following  action  was  taken  by  Holston  Annual  Con- 
ference, 

"It  is  the  sense  of  the  Conference  that  the  Orphanage  should 
be  technically  and  legally  an  institution  of  the  Church  and 
should  be  under  the  direct  control  of  Holston  Conference",  and 

Whereas,  the  Executive  Committee  and  the  District  Secretaries 
of  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society  in  their  Mid-year  Meeting  of 
1936  unanimously  approved  the  action  of  the  Annual  Conference, 
therefore : 

We  recommend : 

(1)  That  we  approve  and  confirm  the  actions  taken  by  Holston 
Conference  and  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Society. 

(2)  That  we  further  recommend  the  appointment  of  a  Committee 
of  three  (3)  to  collaborate  with  the  Conference  and  Orphanage 
authorities  in  carrying  out  the  purpose  of  these  resolutions. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Orphanage,  following  the 
Missionary  Society  meeting,  five  (5)  representatives  of  the  Orphanage, 
F.  A.  Carter,  the  Chairman,  Miss  Dora  E.  Young,  the  Treasurer,  Matt 
Thomas,  U.  G.  Jones,  and  C.  K.  Wingo,  were  appointed  to  represent  the 
Orphanage  on  the  Joint  Committee  suggested  at  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Society  meeting  on  Charter  Amendment  Form. 

This  Joint  Committee  met  in  Knoxville  on  June  22,  last,  when  Dr. 
Wingo  was  elected  Chairman  and  Miss  Young,  Secretary. 

At  the  Knoxville  meeting  the  Chairman  of  your  Commission  presented 
a  charter  provision  which  would  carry  out  the  will  of  the  Conference,  plac- 
ing the  Orphanage  under  Conference  control  and  this  form  was  adopted, 
two  votes  opposing.  Thereupon,  a  Sub-committee  composed  of  A.  V. 
Rudy,  Samuel  C.  Williams,  Mrs.  Herbert  Acuff,  Miss  Dora  E.  Young 
and  Lavens  M.  Thomas,  was  set  up  to  formulate  a  Charter  Amendment 
in  accord  with  the  action  of  the  Joint  Committee. 

The  Sub-committee  aforesaid  met  in  Knoxville  on  August  17,  last,  the 
entire  committee,  with  exception  of  Judge  Williams,  being  present.  A  com- 
plete form  for  Charter  Amendment,  in  accord  with  the  action  of  the  Joint 
Committee,  was  presented  and  adopted  by  a  vote  of  two  to  one.  However 
Miss  Young  gave  notice  that  she  would  file  a  minority  report  to  the  Or- 
phanage Board. 

At  request  of  the  Sub-committee  Chairman,  the  Orphanage  Board  was 
called  to  convene  on  August  31,  last,  at  the  Orphanage.  That  Board  meet- 
ing was  attended  by  ten  of  the  Trustees,  as  follows :  F.  W.  Udy,  Mrs.  E. 
D.  Worley,  F.  A.  Carter,  Miss  Dora  Young,  Mrs.  F.  A.  Weiss,  Mrs.  Thom- 
as Pruden,  Mrs.  W.  B.  Speer,  Mrs.  W.  M.  Morrell,  Mrs.  A.  J.  Patterson 
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"  ) 

and  Matt  G.  Thomas,  and  by  A.  V.  Rudy,  the  Chairman  of  the  Sub-com- 
mittee, Mrs.  P.  L.  Cobb,  Chairman  of  the  Missionary  Society  group  on 
the  Joint  Committee,  and  the  Chairman  of  your  Commission. 

At  this  Board  meeting  A.  V.  Rudy  presented  the  report  of  the  Sub- 
committee. A  motion  to  adopt  was  offered  by  one  of  the  Trustees,  but 
received  no  second.  Thereupon  Miss  Young  presented  her  minority  report 
which  was  unanimously  adopted  by  the  Board. 

The  form  presented  and  insisted  upon  by  your  Commission  at  these 
various  meetings,  now  embodied  in  the  recommendations  hereinafter  set 
out,  provides  in  substance,  for  the  election  of  Trustees  by  the  Holston 
Annual  Conference,  or  in  such  form  and  manner  as  the  Conference  itself 
may  prescribe. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Board,  Mr.  Carter,  however,  assured  the  repre- 
sentatives of  your  Commission  that  no  formal  action  would  be  taken  look- 
ing to  the  perfecting  of  the  Charter  Amendment  under  Miss  Young's  re- 
port until  the  whole  matter  should  have  been  before  Holston  Conference. 

Your  Commission  has  taken  counsel  and  after  careful  study  presents 
the  following  form  of  Charter  Amendment,  and  procedure  which  form  of 
amendment,  if  made  effective  through  due  procedure  will  bring  the  Or- 
phanage within  the  control  of  the  Church  and  of  the  Holston  Annual  Con- 
ference : 

We,  F.  A.  Carter  and  Jessie  Moss  Worley,  the  President  and  Secretary, 
respectively,  of  the  HOLSTON  ORPHANAGE,  a  corporation  chartered 
and  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Tennessee',  pursuant  to  di- 
rection from  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Corporation  hereby  certify  that, 
at  a  meeting  of  the  said  Board  of  Directors,  occupying  the  position  both 
of  Directors  and  Stockholders  of  said  Corporation,  being  a  special  meet- 
ing, legally  called  and  held  at  the  offices  of  the  corporation  in  the  Town 
of  Greeneville,  Tennessee,  a  resolution  in  writing  was  adopted  by  an  affir- 
mative vote  of  the  said  Board  of  Directors,  said  affirmative  vote  represent- 
ing a  majority  and  legal  quorum  of  the  Board  of  Directors  or  Trustees 
of  said  corporation,  declaring  the  desire  of  the  Directors  or  Trustees  to 
amend  the  Charter  of  their  said  corporation  for  the  purpose  of  changing 
the  plan  of  appointing  or  electing  the  members  of  the  corporation's  Board 
of  Directors  or  Trustees  and  of  modernizing  the  charter  and  bringing  it, 
on  its  face,  within  the  forms  provided  by  the  current  Statute  laws  of  the 
State  of  Tennessee,  so  as  to  make  the  Charter  as  a  whole,  read  as  follows : 

"Be  it  known  that 

(Here  set  forth  the  names  of  the  full 
Board  of  Trustees) 
and 

their  successors  chosen  under  the  terms  and  provisions  of  this  Charter, 
are  hereby  constituted  a  body  politic  and  corporate  by  the  name  and  style 
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of  HOLSTON  ORPHANAGE,  an  institution  affiliated  with  and  con- 
trolled by  the  Holston  Annual  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,  South. 

"The  purpose  of  this  corporation  shall  be  to  operate  and  conduct  an 
Orphanage  or  Orphan's  Home,  or  home  and  school,  at  Greeneville,  Greene 
County,  Tennessee,  for  the  care,  maintenance,  support  and  education  of 
dependent  and  orphaned  white  children  under  the  age  of  twenty-one  (21) 
years,  and  to  do  all  things  which  may  be  incident  to,  or  necessary,  proper, 
or  pertinent  in  the  operation  and  conduct  of  such  an  institution.  The  cor- 
poration shall  have  power  to  receive,  keep,  control,  educate  and  place  in 
homes,  either  by  adoption  or  for  fostering  care,  the  children  which  may 
be  properly  committed  to  its  care  by  the  legal  or  natural  guardians  of 
such  children,  or  by  the  duly  constituted  juvenile  authorities  having  the 
charge  and  control  of  such  dependent,  orphaned  children,  or  otherwise ;  and 
it  shall  have  power  to  employ  all  such  officers,  agents,  teachers,  instructors 
and  such  subordinate  employees  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  proper  conduct 
and  operation  of  the  institution,  and  to  do  all  things  necessary  or  proper 
to  carry  out  the  purposes  of  the  institution. 

"The  persons  named  in  the  Charter  of  Incorporation  shall  be  members 
of,  and  constitute  the  first  Board  of  Trustees  of  such  Corporation,  and 
they  shall  hold  office  until  such  time  as  their  successors  or  the  successors 
of  any  of  them  shall  be  chosen  by  the  Holston  Annual  Conference  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  or  its  successor  or  successors  in  the 
territory  of  the  main  plant  of  the  Orphanage ;  provided,  however,  that  said 
Board  may  in  its  discretion,  divide  its  membership  into  such  classes  as  it 
shall  determine,  so  that  the  terms  of  office  of  those  hereinbefore  named 
shall  expire  at  stated  intervals  over  a  period  of  the  next  six  years.  There- 
after their  successors  shall  hold  office  for  a  term  of  six  years  or  until 
their  successor  or  successors  shall  be  chosen  as  herein  provided,  unless  said 
office  shall  sooner  be  vacated  by  death,  resignation  or  removal. 

"The  number  of  Trustees  of  this  corporation  may  be  increased  to  any 
number  not  exceeding  fifty,  as  may  be  determined  by  the  said  Holston 
Annual  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  or  its  right- 
ful successor  or  successors,  as  aforesaid,  which  organization  of  said  Church 
or  denomination,  or  successor  thereto,  shall  have  authority  to  prescribe  the 
terms  of  office  and  the  manner  of  electing  the  Trustees  and  prescribe  the 
manner  of  electing  members  to  fill  vacancies  that  may  arise  in  such  Board 
of  Trustees  when  either  by  death  or  resignation  the  said  membership  of 
Board  of  Trustees  shall  become  vacant  before  the  expiration  of  the  term 
for  which  said  member  was  elected. 

"The  general  powers  of  this  corporation  shall  be  to  sue  and  be  sued 
by  its  corporate  name;  to  contract  and  be  contracted  with;  to  have  and 
use  a  common  seal  which  it  may  alter  at  pleasure;  and  if  no  common  seal 
is  adopted  or  provided  for,  then  the  signature  of  the  corporation  by  any 
duly  authorized  officer  shall  be  legal  and  binding;  to  purchase  and  hold, 
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and  to  receive  by  gift  or  bequest,  personal  property  in  any  amount,  real 
estate  in  any  amount,  money,  choses  in  action  or  other  things  of  value; 
and  in  addition  to  personal  property  owned,  held  or  received  by  the  cor- 
poration, it  may  purchase  and  hold  all  real  estate  necessary  for  the  purposes 
of  the  corporation  and  may  own  or  hold  any  real  or  personal  estate  which 
may  be  given,  devised  or  bequeathed  to  the  corporation,  the  same  to  be 
held  and  used  for  carrying  on  the  corporate  purposes ;  provided  that  all 
property,  real,  personal  or  mixed,  so  purchased  or  held,  or  received  by  gift, 
devise  or  bequest,  or  otherwise,  or  if  sold  or  otherwise  disposed  of,  the  pro- 
ceeds thereof,  shall  be  held  in  trust  by  the  corporation  under  the  control  of 
the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  its  successor  or  successors,  and  by 
the  Annual  Conference  thereof  within  whose  bounds  the  main  plant  of  said 
corporation  is  or  may  be  situated  in  such  manner  as  they  shall  prescribe 
not  inconsistent  with  nor  contrary  to,  the  law  of  the  United  States,  or  the 
State  of  Tennessee ;  to  purchase  or  accept  real  estate  in  payment  of  any 
debt  due  the  corporation,  and  sell  the  same ;  to  borrow  money  to  be  used 
in  payment  for  property  bought  by  the  corporation,  for  erecting  buildings 
and  making  improvements;  and  for  other  purposes  germane  to  the  objects 
of  the  corporation,  and  to  secure  by  mortgage,  pledge,  or  deed  of  trust 
upon  the  property,  and  funds  owned  by  it,  the  repayment  of  money  borrow- 
ed;  to  accept,  hold  and  manage,  as  trustee,  any  property,  money  or  effects 
bequeathed  or  devised  to  it  for  any  special  purpose  germane  to  the  objects 
of  the  corporation ;  to  make,  by  and  through  its  Trustees,  all  by-laws,  in- 
cluding one  for  the  creation  of  an  executive  committee  and  prescribe  the 
powers  to  be  exercised  by  such  committee  when  the  Board  shall  not  be  in

Pursuant  to  Conference  instructions,  your  Commission  has  closed  and 
is  closing  settlement  with  such  of  the  TMI  creditors  as  have  filed  their 
claims  on  the  basis  of  the  agreement  made  with  them  by  the  Conference 
long  since. 

If  there  be  claimants  other  than  those  reported  herein,  their  claims  have 
not  been  properly  set  up  with  the  Commission.

15.  Lucille  Buchanan  Nickell,  each  note  $17.03,  total  $170.30. 

The  grand  total  of  the   fifteen  series,   150  notes,   is  $13,403.30. 

One  additional  small  claim  was  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Com- 
mission, but  the  claimant  refused  the  terms  of  settlement  offered  under  the 
Conference  plan ;  and  so,  the  claim  was  not  allowed. 

Your  Commission  found  quite  an  amount  of  funds  accumulated  to  its 
credit  in  the  hands  of  the  Dominion  National  Bank,  Conference  Treasurer, 
the  funds  arising  from  amounts  held  by  the  Board  of  Christian  Education 
on  account  of  TMI  indebtedness,  and  from  the  Conference  Benevolences  as 
ordered  by  the  Conference  at  its  last  session.  The  report  of  the  Conference 
Treasurer,  of  course,  will  disclose  all  of  these  items.  In  addition  to  these 
available  funds,  it  was  found  that  the  Board  of  Christian  Education  had 
previously  paid  to  Quillen  &  Quillen,  Attorneys,  for  creditors,  represented 
by  that  firm,  the  aggregate  sum  of  $650.23.  After  taking  credit  for  these 
prior  payments,  and  for  interest  on  account  of  anticipating  payment  as  of 
June  1,  1937,  the  first  and  second  years'  notes,  twenty-eight  in  number, 
were  paid  in  full.  Such  settlement  required  $1927.38  as  will  be  noted  from 
the  above  statement,  and  your  Commission  gave  an  order  on  the  Confer- 
ence Treasurer  to  pay  S.  B.  Quillen,  Attorney,  that  amount,  which  was  done, 
as  evidenced  by  letter  from  the  Bank  to  that  effect.  Like  settlement  is  in 
process  of  being  made  direct  with  Mrs.  Nickell.  The  twenty-eight  notes, 
thus  paid  through  Mr.  Quillen,  are  in  the  hands  of  the  Commission  duly 
cancelled.     The  evidences   of    indebtedness  were  also  taken  over   by  your 
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Commission  and  are  being  preserved  in  its  hands.     These  anticipated  pay- 
ments saved  the  Conference  $72.63  in  interest. 

The  principal  of  said  fifteen  series  of  amortization  notes  amounts  to 
$11,433.42  and  the  interest  in  the  face  of  the  notes  to  $1969.88,  total  notes, 
principal  and  interest  $13,403.30. 

The  following  notice  was  carried,  four  insertions,  each  in  the  Clinch 
Valley  News,  and  the  Roanoke  Times,  and  it  was  in  answer  to  this  ad.  that 
the  Nickell  claim  was  filed :

STATEMENT  AS  TO  HOLSTON  ORPHANAGE  ORDERED  TO 
RECORD  BY  THE  CONFERENCE 

RESOLUTION : 

The  Holston  Orphanage  has,  from  its  earliest  days  to  the  present  time, 
afforded  opportunities  for  service  to  every  church,  to  every  Sunday  School 
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and  to  every  member  of  the  church  in  Holston  Conference,  for  which  we 
should  be  deeply  grateful. 

From  that  time,  two  generations  ago,  when  the  plan  of  an  orphanage 
was  conceived  in  the  fertile  mind  of  the  saintly,  and  now  sainted,  Mrs.  E.  E. 
Wiley,  to  the  present  time,  faithful  women  and  men  have  given  generously 
of  their  means  and  of  their  services  to  create,  maintain,  and  administer  the 
orphanage.  Mrs.  Wiley  invested  her  own  richly  endowed  life  and  her 
means  to  create  the  orphanage.  The  Woman's  Home  Mission  Society  re- 
sponded to  her  inspiring  leadership  and  became  a  faithful  foster  mother  to 
the  fatherless  and  motherless  children  of  Holston.  Later,  when  the  Wo- 
man's Home  Mission  Society  was  merged  into  the  Woman's  Missionary 
Society,  that  great  body  carried  forward  the  work  with  unabated  zeal  and 
devotion. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Orphanage  has  discharged,  with  great 
fidelity,  the  work  which  has,  through  the  years,  been  committed  to  their 
trust.  Noteworthy  among  their  achievements  was  the  erection  of  the  splen- 
did buildings  which  now  give  shelter  to  our  orphan  children.  The  high 
devotion  of  the  Manager  and  his  assistants  is  worthy  of  the  highest  com- 
mendation. 

Now,  that  it  has  seemed  expedient  for  the  Woman's  Missionary  Society 
to  merge  its  authority  with  that  of  the  Conference: 

We  call  the  attention  of  all  the  people  of  Holston  Conference  to  the 
fact  that  the  Orphanage  is  to  be  the  charge  of  all  the  Methodist  organiza- 
tions and  of  all  the  Methodist  people  of  the  Conference.  No  one  is  turning 
loose  of  the  Orphanage.  Now  is  the  time  for  every  one  to  take  hold  of  it; 
with  the  zeal  which  has  characterized  the  Missionary  Conference,  the  Or- 
phanage Board  and  the  Sunday  Schools. 

With  the  cooperation  of  the  Holston  Annual  Conference,  the  Woman's 
Missionary  Societies,  the  churches  and  the  Sunday  Schools,  the  generous 
and  adequate  support  of  the  Orphanage  should  be  secured. 

We  recommend  that : 

1.  The  fifth  Sunday  collections  shall  be  continued  in  all  Sunday 
Schools. 

2.  That  the  request  be  made  that  plate  collections  be  taken  in  all 
churches  on  each  fifth  Sunday. 

3.  That  Orphanage  supply  committees  be  maintained  in  Missionary 
Societies. 

4.  That  our  people  be  urged  to  continue  their  gifts  of  supplies  and 
cash  for  the  Orphanage.

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EXCERPTS  FROM  STATEMENT  ON  THE  CONFERENCE 
FLOOR  BY  THE  CHAIRMAN  OF  THE  COMMISSION  ON  AUDITS 
AND  FISCAL  MATTERS,  LAVENS  M.  THOMAS,  SPEAKING  TO 
THE  HOLSTON  ORPHANAGE  ITEM  OF  THE  COMMISSION'S 
REPORT: 

"Some  items  of  the  former  reports  of  the  Commission  seem  to  have 
been  wholly  misconstrued  as  applied  to  the  Orphanage  and  its  ad- 
ministration. 

"Our  work  and  efforts  have  been  entirely  impersonal ;  the  sug- 
gestions made  in  our  efforts  were  based  upon  recommendations  by  our 
Auditors,  all  of  the  vital  items  of  which  were  promptly  adopted  by 
the  Orphanage  Board  and  put  into  effect;  and  our  Commission  has 
had  the  heartiest  support  by  the  Orphanage  authorities  in  all  matters 
except  only  as  to  charter  change,  as  to  which  latter  item  we  are  now 
in  complete  agreement. 

"In  its  financial,  administrational  and  organizational  setup  the  Or- 
phanage stands  out  in  sharp  contrast  with  many  other  denominational 
organizations.  The  Conference  Woman's  Missionary  Society  elected 
the  ten  women  members  on  the  Board  of  Trustees  to  succeed  them- 
selves, and  I  trust  that  the  Conference  will  elect  the  five  men  now 
serving  on  that  Board  to  succeed  themselves,  in  order  that  the  excellent 
administration  of  that  institution  may  not  be  interrupted." 

SUPPLEMENT  "D"

SUPPLEMENT  "G" 

REPORT  OF  FINDINGS  COMMITTEE  ON  ALDERS- 
GATE  COMMEMORATION 

The  commemoration  is  a  spiritual  movement  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  College  of  Bishops  and  participated  in  by  all  the  Boards 
and  other  agencies  of  the  Church.  It  proposes  to  commemorate 
the  bi-centennial  of  Mr.  Wesley's  "Heart-warming  experience" 
in  Aldersgate  Street,  London,  by  leading  our  Church  into  a  deeper 
and  more  vital  religious  experience.  It  has  no  financial  objective 
of  any  kind,  save  as  such  may  voluntarily  be  assumed  by  a  local 
church  for  its  own  purposes.  It  does  not  undertake  any  new  tasks 
nor  create  any  new  organizations.  It  seeks  a  great  spiritual 
awakening  in  the  Church,  and  it  proposes  to  bring  to  modern 
Methodism  the  power  and  spirit  which  was  the  possession  of  early 
Methodism.  The  time  has  come  to  act  upon  the  fact  that  the  sign 
and  seal  of  the  Christian  is  personal  experience  of  God  thru  Jesus 
Christ,  in  forgiveness  of  sin,  regeneration  of  heart,  holiness  of 
life,  and  love  for  men,  and  that  good  works  of  every  sort  are 
the  fruits  of  this  experience  and  naturally  inseparable  therefrom. 
It  is  to  this  ideal  that  we  hope  to  challenge  the  Church,  from  its 
highest  official  leadership,  down  to  the  last  member,  in  the  months 
just  ahead. 

We  have  an  opportunity  now  that  may  not  come  to  us  again 
in  this  generation.  In  the  hearts  of  our  preachers  and  people 
alike  there  is  a  sense  of  spiritual  need  and  a  longing  for  a  more 
personal  touch  with  God.  The  Aldersgate  Bi-centennial  comes 
at  a  providential  moment  and  enables  us  to  focus  the  minds'  of 
our  people  upon  spiritual  reality  and  the  original  genius  of  Method- 
ism. We  shall  go  forward  as  we  catch  the  flame  from  Method- 
ism's first  altar,  and  re-interpret  her  spirit  in  the  life  of  our 
modern  world. 

We  pledge  our  cooperation  to  our  chief  pastors,  and  especially 
to  Bishop  A.  Frank  Smith,  Director  of  the  Commemoration.  We 
confirm  the  appointment  of  the  College  of  Bishops  of  the  fol- 
lowing persons  to  constitute  our  Conference  Aldersgate  Commit- 
tee: 
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Bishop  William  N.  Ainsworth,  Chairman. 
Rev.  M.  A.  Stevenson,  Conference  Missionary  Secretary. 
Rev.  D.  Trigg  James,  Executive  Secretary  of  Christian  Education. 
Dr.  J.  N.  Hillman,  Conference  Lay  Leader. 

Mrs.  L.  E.  Tynes,  Conference  President,  Woman's  Missionary  So- 
ciety. 
Rev.  E.  D.  Worley,  Bishop's  Crusade  Director  for  last  year. 

We  recommend  that  we  adopt  the  following  goals  for  our  own 
Conference : 

1.  A  more  vital  contact  with  God  in  the  heart  of  every  preacher, 
local  church  official,  and  teacher.  One  aid  to  bringing  this  about  may 
be  the  return  of  the  old-time  Methodist  Class  meeting  in  some  modern 
expression;  as  the  meeting  of  small  groups  under  the  leadership  of  the 
pastor  for  the  sharing  of  spiritual  experience,  and  the  seeking  of  a 
fuller  baptism  of  the  spirit. 

2.  The  increase  of  not  less  than  10  per  cent  in  the  membership  of 
our  Church  during  the  coming  conference  year,  received  on  profession 
of  faith. 

3.  An  increase  of  not  less  than  10  per  cent  in  enrollment  and  at- 
tendance in  the  Church  Schools  of  the  Conference. 

4.  A  cultivation  movement  in  every  Church,  by  Systematic  Visi- 
tation or  otherwise,  using  the  literature  provided,  for  the  purpose  of 
informing  all  our  people  in  Methodist  history,  doctrines,  and  work,  to 
the  end  that  we  may  have  a  more  intelligent,  loyal,  and  active  Church 
membership.

REPORT  No.  1 

of 

BOARD  OF  MISSIONS 

The  outstanding  missionary  event  of  the  year  in  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  South,  was  the  Bishops'  Crusade,  under  the 
leadership  of  Bishop  Arthur  Moore.  The  Church  was  called 
back  to  its  missionary  task  and  the  bank  indebtedness  of  the  Board 
of  Missions  amounting  to  $385,000.00  was  all  paid.  Holston  had 
a  magnificent  part  in  this  work.  For  this  great  victory  we  give 
thanks  to  God  Almighty. 

We  are  now  looking  forward  the  coming  year  to  the  Alders- 
gate  Commemoration  under  the  leadership  of  Bishop  A.  Frank 
Smith.  We  pledge  to  Bishop  Smith  on  this  crusade  to  restore 
the  "warm  heart"  experience  in  the  Methodist  Church,  the  co- 
operation and  support  of  the  Holston  Conference  and  we  promise 
him  to  do  all  in  our  power  to  carry  out  the  program  which  he 
is  suggesting  for  the  church.  We  are  praying  that  this  may  bring 
to  our  Conference  and  to  the  entire  church  the  deep  and  the  wide 
spread  revival  that  we  so  much  need.  Our  Committee  on  Evangel- 
ism is  calling  upon  every  pastor  to  conduct  a  revival  in  every 
church  and  we  are  suggesting  that  pastors  assist  one  another  in 
the  revival  campaign. 

In  this  connection  we  recommend  the  appointment  of  Sullins 
Dosser  as  Conference  Evangelist  and  M.  A.  Stevenson  as  Con- 
ference Missionary  Secretary. 
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We  announce  the  meeting  of  the  General  Missionary  Council 
in  Savannah,  Ga.,  January  11-14,  1938,  the  program  of  which 
will  be  devoted  to  the  Aldersgate  Commemoration.  Our  Preach- 
ers and  lay  workers,  so  far  as  possible,  are  urged  to  attend  this 
meeting. 

Our  home  and  foreign  missions  work,  including  our  Con- 
ference missions,  have  made  encouraging  progress  this  year.  The 
churches  on  the  mission  field  have  responded  generously  to  the  call 
of  the  Board  of  Missions  through  the  Bishops'  Crusade.  They 
have  made  very  liberal  contributions ;  they  have  sent  to  us  some 
of  the  finest  workers  to  encourage  us  and  inspire  us  in  the  home 
church. 

Thousands  of  people  who  heard  the  magnificent  addresses  of 
Dr.  Y.  C.  Yang,  President  of  Soo  Chow  University,  will  never 
forget  those  addresses  and  will  always  be  glad  that  they  have  had 
a  part  in  the  "missionary  enterprise."  The  payment  of  the  debt 
and  the  starting  again  a  stream  of  new  missionaries  flowing  into 
our  mission  fields  at  home  and  abroad  are  a  mighty  challenge  to 
the  Church  to  gird  herself  for  a  new  advance. 

Our  Conference  Board  of  Missions  is  happy  to  report  that 
it  has  liquidated  its  frozen  assets  and  has  paid  all  of  its  indebted- 
ness. We  are  now  planning  to  create  a  new  revolving  fund  such 
as  we  had  before  the  depression  began.  This  will  put  the  Board 
in  a  much  better  position  to  do  the  work  that  ought  to  be  done  in 
the  bounds  of  the  Holston  Conference. 

We  heartily  endorse  the  new  move  in  the  Board  of  Missions 
to  appoint  District  Missionary  Secretaries  in  all  Districts.  These 
secretaries  are  to  assist  the  Presiding  Elders  in  carrying  forward 
the  Missionary  Program  of  the  churches  of  the  several  Districts. 

Eight  of  our  Holston  Missionary  Secretaries  attended  the 
Great  Missionary  Conference  at  Lake  Junaluska-  this  year. 

Hiwassee  College  has  opened  under  a  new  presidency.  We 
count  ourselves  fortunate  that  we  have  obtained  Dr.  T.  A.  Frick 
for  this  work.    The  promise  is  for  a  great  year  and  a  great  future. 

We  nominate  to  the  General  Conference  for  membership  on 
the  Board  of  Missions  Dr.  J.  W.  Perry,  minister,  and  Lavens 
M.  Thomas,  layman. 

We  urge  our  preachers  to  buy  the  new  missionary  study  book, 
"Out  of  Aldersgate,"  by  Dr.  W.  T.  Watkins  of  Emory  University. 
This  is  an  inspiring  message  and  it  should  be  in  every  home  and 
studied  in  every  church. 
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We  urge  our  churches  to  accept  their  full  quotas  of  Benevo- 
lences as  far  as  possible.  All  churches  are  urged  to  pay  the 
Benevolences  in  full  in  addition  to  that  they  are  asked  to  take  up 
Missionary  Specials.  These  Specials  are  making  it  possible  to 
send  new  workers  into  the  field  and  to  maintain  many  of  those 
who  are  already  on  the  fields.  We  commend  to  all  our  churches 
the  example  of  Tazewell,  Munsey  Memorial,  Galax  and  St.  Elmo, 
all  carrying  Conference  Mission  Specials. 

All  church  schools  are  asked  to  observe  Missionary  Day  with 
a  suitable  missionary  program  once  a  month  and  to  contribute  to 
the  "Home  and  Foreign  Mission  Enterprise." 

We  cannot  speak  too  highly  of  the  "World  Outlook,"  and 
"The  Upper  Room,"  which  have  already  won  for  themselves  a 
marvelous  circulation  among  our  people.  Let  us  endeavor  to 
place  them  in  every  Methodist  home  and  to  get  all  our  people  to 
use  them.

BIBLE  BOARD 

The  task  of  translating  the  Holy  Scriptures  into  the  vernacular 
of  more  than  three  thousand  tongues,  continues.  The  whole  Bible 
has  been  published  in  176  languages;  the  New  Testament  in  214 
additional ;  and  portions  or  selections  in  more  than  600  others ; 
so  now  the  Scriptures  have  been  published  in  over  1000  languages 
and  dialects,  reminding  us  of  the  desire  expressed  in  Charles 
Wesley's  hymn :  "Oh  for  a  thonsand  tongues  to  sing  my  great 
Redeemer's  praise." 

Recent  translations  place  the  Bible  in  the  hands  of  Indians 
in  Guatemala,  Central  America,  and  Ecuador ;  in  the  Philippine 
Islands,  Turkey  and  in  China  new  translations  make  the  book 
available  for  many  who  have  hitherto  not  had  it. 

The  American  Bible  Society  is  circulating  the  Word  in  forty 
different  nations,  and  last  year's  distribution  reached  7,760,000 
volumes,  and  in  nearly  200  languages,  beside  twenty-five  lan- 
guages and  systems  of  raised  letter-scriptures  for  the  blind. 

The  church  can  hardly  over-estimate  the  importance  of  the 
Bible  Society's  work  at  home;  and  to  our  Mission  fields  it  is 
quite  indispensible. 

The  Society's  new  editions  of  the  Bible  in  large  type  and 
small,  with  proper  nouns  diacritically  marked  for  ready  pro- 
nunciation, and  at  remarkably  low  prices  for  popular  distribution, 
have  supplied  a  long  existing  need.  We  would  earnestly  appeal 
to  our  local  churches  to  see  well  to  it  that  Bibles  are  made  available 
to  every  home. 
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Your  local  Bible  Board,  with  assistance  of  the  brethren  in 
a  number  of  charges,  reports  the  following  distribution  for  this 
year:  Bibles,  1004;  Testaments,  2165;  Portions,  7358.  A  total 
of  10,527,  and  at  a  cost  of  $1,086.43. 

Your  Committee  respectfully  presents  the  following  resolu- 
tions : 

i.  That  we  express  our  hearty  approval  of  the  work  of  the 
American  Bible  Society  in  translating,  publishing,  and  distributing  the 
Bible,  recognizing  their  ministry  as  of  great  importance  to  our  home 
churches,  and  vital  to  our  whole  missionary  enterprise. 

2.  That  we  promote  every  laudable  method  of  deepening  interest 
in  the  Bible,  and  inspiring  to  its  use  in  the  home,  the  school,  and  the 
community. 

3.  That  we  recognize  Sunday,  December  12th,  as  Universal  Bible 
Sunday.  That  we  will  take  advantage  of  the  cooperation  offered  by 
the  Bible  Society,  use  the  material  that  may  be  furnished,  and  plan  care- 
fully for  a  worthy  observance  of  the  day.

SUPPLEMENT  "K" 

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  FINANCE 

Holston  Conference  has  119  claimants,  37  superannuates  and 
82  widows.  Our  Conference  Board  paid  for  their  support  last 
year  $18,261.00.  The  General  Board  paid  $4,377.00  making 
a  total  of  $22,638.00.  This  was  $281.00  for  a  superannuate  and 
$155.00  for  a  widow.  Of  36  conferences  this  ranks  17th  for  men 
and  19th  for  women.  In  these  36  home  Conferences  last  year  there 
were  3,141  claimants — 1,261  preachers  and  1,880  widows — paid 
average  per  capita  $300.00  and  $157.00  respectively.  These  fig- 
ures do  not  include  the  217  Superannuate  Homes  which  aided 
the  claimants,  of  which  Holston  Conference  has  two. 

Superannuate  preachers  and  the  faithful  companions  who  pa- 
tiently wait  in  the  evening  time  the  home  call,  have  handed  on 
to  us,  their  successors,  the  inestimable  values  created  by  them 
while  they  were  in  active  service.  To  fail  to  recognize  the  just 
claims  of  these  veterans  of  the  Cross,  would  brand  us  not  only 
as  ingrates,  but  unworthy  of  a  sacred  trust.  The  General  Con- 
ference of  1918  instructed  the  Board  of  Finance  to  make  pro- 
vision for  the  Church's  veteran  ministry  and  their  dependents, 
"in  such  manner  as  will  not  only  meet  all  their  necessities  but 
at  the  same  time  maintain  their  self-respect."  The  National  Gov- 
ernment plans  to  provide  for  the  aged  and  the  handicapped  by  the 
provisions  of  social  security,  but  our  noble  veterans  are  excluded 
from  that  because  the  Church  must  care  for  her  own. 
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For  some  years  the  Annual  carried  an  Honorary  List  of  claim- 
ants who  were  non-beneficiaries.  These  who  had  sufficient  per- 
sonal means  devoted  their  share  to  the  support  of  the  more  needy. 
We  would  be  glad  to  include  such  names  in  this  honored  rela- 
tion, should  there  be  those  among  the  claimants  whose  necessities 
would  so  permit. 

Another  custom  of  Holston  Conference  observed  some  years 
back  was  that  of  giving  Christmas  offerings  to  the  superannuates. 
We  recommend  that  it  again  be  resumed  as  the  time  for  all  churches 
to  make  a  gift  to  supply  an  immediate  need,  and  that  our  people 
be  urged  to  respond  most  liberally.  Also  that  the  claimants  be 
remembered  at  this  time  in  churches  where  they  reside.  The  of- 
fering on  last  Mother's  Day  was  disappointing,  obtaining  only 
about  $300.00.  We  wish  to  thank  those  brethren  and  congrega- 
tions who  kept  faith  with  the  order  of  the  Annual  Conference. 
The  Wythe ville  District  led  the  others  in  this  special  offering. 

We  nominate  Dr.  W.  M.  Morrell  as  Holston  representative 
to  the  joint  meeting  of  the  General  Board  of  Finance  in  St.  Louis, 
in  1938. 

We  urge  the  Presiding  Elders  to  see  that  the  Superannuate 
Endowment  is  represented  at  the  District  Conferences.

SUPPLEMENT  "O" 

REPORT  No.  2 
BOARD  OF  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

Your  Board  recommends  that  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Conference  Board  of  Christian  Education  in  cooperation  with  the 
Board  of  Managers  of  the  Pastors'  School  consider  the  advisa- 
bility of  operating  a  one  week  rather  than  a  two  weeks  school, 
and  that  said  group  shall  have  power  to  act.  We  also  recom- 
mend that  the  school  be  held  near  the  first  of  July,  1938,  and 
that  the  specific  date  be  left  to  the  discretion  of  the  said  com- 
mittee. 

EMORY  AND  HENRY  CENTENNIAL  CLUB 
ENTERPRISE 

Report  No.  2  of  the  Board  of  Christian  Education,  adopted 
by  the  Holston  Annual  Conference  one  year  ago  carried  the  fol- 
lowing recommendations : 

i — To  approve  and  actively  participate  in  the  organization  of  Emory 
and  Henry  Centennial  Clubs  throughout  the  entire  Conference  to  the 
extent  of  at  least  one  club  in  each  charge,  and,  if  possible,  one  club 
in  each  church. 

3 — To  cooperate  with  the  college  authorities  in  a  solicitation  of  the  mem- 
bership in  each  charge  with  a  view  to  enlisting  at  least  ten  per  cent 
of  said  membership  as  sustaining  members  of  said  clubs,  if  possible. 

3 — To  approve  the  college  plan  that  all  over-head  expenses  of  this  enter- 
prise is  to  be  provided  by  the  college,  and  that  every  dollar  received 
from  membership  dues  is  to  be  applied  on  the  payment  of  present 
indebtedness. 

4 — To  approve  the  amount  of  $10.00  per  year,  payable  in  advance,  as  the 
annual  membership  fee. 

5 — To  pledge  good  faith  in  carrying  forward  the  Centennial  Enterprise 
in  an  earnest  effort  to  secure  at  least  ten  thousand  members  during 
the  next  two  years. 

In  accordance  with  your  endorsement  and  approval,  the  pro- 
motion of  this  enterprise  was  inaugurated  soon  after  the  Con- 
ference of  1936.  The  actual  solicitation  of  membership  in  the 
clubs  was  started  on  January  19,  1937,  and  the  organization  of 
clubs  has  continued  from  that  time  to  the  present. 
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The  result  of  this  effort  have  been  somewhat  disappointing, 
but  we  would  be  ungrateful  indeed  if  we  did  not  express  ap- 
preciation for  the  hearty  welcome  extended  in  every  section  of 
the  Conference  and  for  the  many  manifestations  of  support  which 
have  been  given.  We  wish  especially  to  express  appreciation  to 
Dr.  E.  A.  Shugart  for  the  earnest  effort  and  the  generous  amount 
of  time  which  he  gave  in  person  and  through  his  preachers  to  this 
enterprise.  Rev.  J.  W.  Hammer  of  the  Mosheim  Circuit  is  de- 
serving of  special  mention  for  the  fine  piece  of  work  which  he 
did  on  his  charge.

We  make  the  following  recommendations : 


1 — That  the  promotion  of  Christian  stewardship  be  continued.     We  urge 
all  District  and  Associate  District  Lay  Leaders  to  encourage  members 
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of  Boards  of  Stewards  to  attend  at  least  one  training  class  or  insti- 
tute or  both,  during  the  coming  year. 

2 — That  every  member  of  every  Board  of  Stewards  be  urged  to  read 
Dr.  G.  L.  Morelock's  splendid  book,  "A  Steward  in  the  Methodist 
Church." 

3 — That  William  B.  Brown,  of  the  Chattanooga  District,  R.  M.  Murphy 
of  the  Knoxville  District,  and  Dr.  C.  C.  Sherrod  of  the  Morristown 
District  be  named  a  committee  from  our  Board  to  co-operate  with 
the  Commission  on  Minimum  Salary  for  Pastors. 

4 — That  the  basis  value  of  the  Benevolences  be  kept  ever  before  the 
membership  of  the  church.  The  support  of  the  church's  program 
through  the  Benevolences  is  the  very  life-giving  energy  in  our  church's 
ability  to  serve  the  Kingdom.  The  spiritual  temperature  of  a  congre- 
gation is  rather  well  determined  by  what  it  is  doing  on  benevolences. 
We  strongly  urge  the  continuation  of  the  every-member  canvass. 
Also,  we  suggest  that  each  charge  fix  its  goal  for  the  collection  of 
at  least  one-half  of  the  benevolences  by  the  time  of  the  District 
Conference. 

5 — That  we  endorse  the  work  of  personal  evangelism,  the  organization 
of  Stewards'  Leagues  where  practicable,  and  Brotherhood  and  Chris- 
tion  Service  Clubs. 

6 — That  the  practice  of  lay  speaking  be .  commended.  It  enriches  the 
laymen  and  provides  a  service  for  churches  which  can  be  made  most 
helpful. 

7 — That  we  urge  the  observance  of  Laymen's  Day  in  every  church  in 
the  Conference.     The  date  is  June  12,  1938. 

8 — That  we  earnestly  request  all  Lay  Leaders  to  use  the  printed  quar- 
terly and  annual  report  forms. 

9 — That  we  recommend  to  Presiding  Elders  and  District  Lay  Leaders 
that  each  District  Conference  provide  for  a  good  presentation  of 
the  dangers  of  present-day  legalized  liquor;  that  all  pastors  be  urged 
to  preach  at  least  one  sermon  on  temperance,  one  on  peace,  and  one 
on  gambling,  and  that  we  join  hands  with  all  who  are  endeavoring 
to  rid  America  and  the  world  of  the  curse  of  liquor,  and  the  tragedies 
of  war. 

10 — We  nominate  Dr.  J.  N.  Hillman  for  Conference  Lay  Leader.

Other  recommendations : 

(1)  Your  Commission  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  funds  for  General 
Work  and  for  Conference  Work  should  share  the  expense  of 
handling  these  funds  on  a  50-50  ratio.  Therefore,  we  recommend 
that  the  Conference  instruct  the  Treasurer  to  pay  all  items  of  ex- 
pense incidental  to  the  Treasureship  on  this  ratio,  before  distribu- 
tion. 
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(2)  Whereas  the  Conference  Treasurer  is  under  the  necessity  of  pay- 
ing out  during  the  year  various  items  of  expense  incidental  to  the 
work  of  the  various  Committees,  Commissions,  and  Boards,  we 
recommend  that  the  Conference  Treasurer  enter  upon  its  books 
a  "general  expense  account"  under  the  appropriation  for  Confer- 
ence Work,  against  which  account  all  such  items  of  expense  shall 
be  charged. 

(3)  Whereas  the  Conference  Treasurer  has  served  us  for  the  past 
three  years  for  $500  annually ;  whereas,  in  addition  to  handling 
funds  previously  handled  by  other  Treasurers,  it  has  also  handled 
Holston  Orphanage  funds ;  and  whereas  Mr.  G.  B.  Arnold,  repre- 
senting the  Dominion  National  Bank,  Treasurer,  appeared  before 
your  Commission  and  stated  that  the  Bank  was  suffering  a  loss, 
we  recommend  that  the  fee  allowed  said  Bank  be  increased  to 
$625  for  the  coming  Conference  Year,  which  figure  has  been 
agreed  upon  by  your  Commission  and  Mr.  Arnold. 

(4)  We  recommend  that,  as  early  as  possible,  during  the  session  of 
each  succeeding  Annual  Conference,  the  Presiding  Elders  report  to 
the  Commission  on  Budget  the  names  of  any  pastoral  charges  be- 
ing transferred  to  other  Districts,  and  the  names  of  the  Districts 
into  which  such  charges  are  transferred,  together  with  the  amounts 
involved,  so  your  Commission  can  make  proper  adjustments  in  the 
apportionments  to  the  several  Districts. 

Finally,  we  wish  to  quote  a  statement  of  fact  prepared  for  your  Com- 
mission by  Hon.  Lavens  M.  Thomas,  which  we  hereby  include  as  a  part  of 
our  report : 

"On  page  61  of  the  1936  Annual,  under  assets,  is  item  (I)  Trust 
Certificates  of  the  First  National  Bank  of  Chattanooga,  par  value 
$3300.  These  certificates  were  sold  for  fifty  (50%)  percent  of  their 
face  value,  less  the  small  brokerage  charge.  Since  that  time,  through 
a  proceeding  in  the  Federal  District  Court  at  Chattanooga  an  addi- 
tional liability  of  twenty  (20%)  percent  of  the  face  value  of  the 
certificates  has  been  adjudged  against  the  Bank  for  failure  to  handle 
properly  this  fund.  On  this  additional  liability  there  has  been  paid 
the  same  dividend  to  the  general  creditors  of  the  Bank,  which,  after 
deducting  expenses  incident  to  such  collection,  amounts  to  the  sum  of 
$193.45,  which  has  been  forwarded  to  the  Board  of  Finance.  This 
additional  liability  represents  in  effect  a  "pick-up"  over  and  above  the 
amount  for  which  the  certificates  were  sold  and  is  no  part  of  the 
sale  price.  If  further  dividends  are  paid,  the  Superannuate  Fund  will 
receive  such  dividends  on  the  amount  of  this  additional  liability  adjudi- 
cated against  the  Bank,  less  expenses.'"

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NOTE :  The  Conference  instructed  the  Budget  Commission  to  make 
the  total  askings  and  their  distribution  to  the  Districts  the  same  as  last 
year.  This  has  been  done,  but  we  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  this 
does  not  mean  our  figures  are  to  be  identical  with  those  appearing  in  last 
year's  Annual,  which  figures  for  some  reason  are  in  error  to  the  amount 
of  $1,001,  for  the  amounts  therein  distributed  to  the  Districts  do  not  total 
$153,608  but  $154,609. 


SUPPLEMENT  "R" 
SPIRITUAL  STATE  OF  THE  CHURCH 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  the  accessions  to  the  church  on  pro- 
fessions of  faith  this  year  is  very  little  below  the  figures  of  last 
year,  being  this  year,  4522,  and  last  year  4678.  However,  when 
we  reflect  that  these  accessions  represent  the  labors  of  265  trav- 
eling preachers,  more  than  8000  Sunday  School  teachers,  and  more 
than  114,000  church  members,  much  humility  should  mingle  with 
our  rejoicing. 

In  this  necessarily  brief  report  we  will  not  essay  any  adequate 
picture  of  the  spiritual  need  of  our  times.  These  conditions  have 
already  been  fully  and  adequately  and  eloquently  set  forth  by 
Bishop  Kern  and  others  from  the  rostrum  of  this  Conference. 
But  the  Church  of  Christ  has  faced  desperate  conditions  before 
without  quailing  or  sounding  a  retreat.  We  must  not  look  alone 
upon  the  opposition ;  or  discouraging  circumstances ;  but  by  faith 
we  must  look  to  the  invisible  and  supernatural  resources  available 
to  us.  "They  that  be  for  us  are  more  than  thev  that  be  against 
us." 

Your  committee  would  emphasize  two  things  which  to  us 
seem  to  have  significance  to  the  spiritual  state  of  the  Church: 


One  is  the  steps  now  being  taken  toward  the  Union  of  Method- 


ism. 


Indications  are  that  this  union  will  be  consumated  by  the  con- 
stitutional affirmation  of  our  membership.  If  so,  this  marks  a 
distinct  epoch  in  Methodist  history.  It  means  the  closing  of 
breaches  long  existing,  the  drawing  together  of  brethren  long 
divided,  the  uniting  within  a  common  household  of  those  who 
hold  to  the  same  faith  and  doctrinal  heritage. 

Should  we  not  expect  this  organic  union  to  be  followed  by  a 
spiritual  union,  resulting  in  great  enlargement  and  enrichment  of 
religious  experience? 

What  would  more  effectively  cement  this  union  and  remove 
all  possibility  of  friction  than  a  great  revival? 
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Of  even  greater  significance  is  the  Aldersgate  celebration. 
This  makes  a  common  appeal  to  the  constituent  bodies  of  our 
Methodism.  Our  leaders  are  calling  upon  us  in  this  celebration 
to  rededicate  ourselves  to  the  high  goals  set  by  Mr.  John  Wesley 
and  the  early  Alethodists,  to  "spread  scriptural  holiness  over  these 
lands,"  and  as  preliminary  and  essential  to  this  work  to  seek  for 
ourselves  the  experience  of  "Hearts  strangely  warmed." 

If  we  study  attentively  the  piety,  the  purity,  and  the  zeal  of 
the  first  Methodists,  we  can  see  that  many  so  called  Methodists 
in  these  modern  times  have  drifted  far  from  the  standards  of  that 
day.  Surely  a  study  of  the  joyful  triumphant  Methodist  experi- 
ence expressed  in  Wesleyan  Hymns,  the  miracles  of  grace  wrought 
in  the  lives  .of  sinful  men  and  women,  the  flaming  evangelistic 
passion  which  burned  through  ecclesiastical  red  tape  and  formalism, 
over-leaped  all  social  barriers,  and  laughed  at  physical  hardships 
and  danger;  should  be  a  most  effective  call  to  repentance  for  our 
lukewarmness,  spiritual  deadness,  and  lack  of  evangelistic  zeal. 

This  must  be  the  first  step  toward  a  genuine  revival.  We 
must  see  our  need,  confess  it,  and  repent.  We  can  take  no  com- 
placency from  mere  numbers,  for  we  know  very  well  what  a  wide 
margin  there  is  between  membership  totals  and  the  number  of 
vital  effective  Christians.  So  great  is  this  margin  that  our  most 
immediate  field  for  evangelism  lies  within  the  membership  of  the 
Church,  the  backslidden,  the  worldly,  and  baptized  unregenerates. 
Who  is  sufficient  for  these  things? 

Your  committee  cannot  sufficiently  express  the  sense  of  crisis 
that  it  feels.  Conditions  in  the  Church,  declare  the  imperative 
need  for  a  great  revival  of  religious  faith.  Unless  Methodism 
can  in  a  sense  repeat  on  a  tremendous  scale,  the  future  looks 
hopeless  indeed.    We  cannot,  we  must  not  fail. 

We  are  deeply  convinced  if  there  is  to  be  such  a  revival  it 
must  begin  with  the  preacher.  The  stream  cannot  rise  higher 
than  its  source.  Unless  we  preachers  are  willing  to  give  our- 
selves unreservedly  to  heart-searching,  self-examination,  in  the 
light  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  there  will  be  no  revival.  Whatever 
indulgence  of  the  flesh,  whatever  of  personal  habits,  whatever  of 
worldly  gain  or  unworthy  ambition,  that  hinders  the  baptism  of 
the  Holy  Spirit  must  be  given  up.  There  must  be  wrestling 
prayer  until  with  strength  exhausted,  but  still  determined  we  cry, 
"I  will  not  let  thee  go  unless  thou  bless  me."  From  such  sea- 
sons men  go  forth  with  a  new  name,  and  as  princes  having  power 
with  God  and  with  men.  Only  thus  can  we  meet  the  emergency 
now  upon  us,  or  enter  the  door  of  opportunity  widely  open  to  us. 
Mere  glorifying  of  John  Wesley  without  a  sharing  of  his  spirit  or 
purpose,  will  be  but  garnishing  the  tomb  of  the  prophet,  while 
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by  the  quality  of  our  lives  we  declare  our  lives  the  children  of 
those  who  stoned  him  in  the  flesh. 

Out  of  such  prayer  and  such  experience  we  can  preach  a 
Gospel  of  power.  We  will  preach  a  doctrine  of  sin  which  will 
reflect  New  Testament  teaching,  rather  than  the  shallow  humani- 
tarian, and  inadequate  notions  of  the  modern  world.  Sin  indeed 
injures  society,  but  its  deepest  injury  is  to  Divine  Love.  "Against 
Thee,  thee  only,  have  I  sinned,"  is  always  the  cry  of  the  real 
penitent.  Sin  can  only  be  seen  in  its  blackest  against  the  back- 
ground of  Divine  Holiness,  and  that  holiness  shines  in  its  most 
awful  splendor  in  the  sacrificial  love  of  the  cross.  The  essence 
of  all  sin  is  rejection  of  that  love.  "He  will  convince  the  world 
of  sin,  because  they  believe  not  on  me." 

With  adequate  views  of  sin,  must  go  an  adequate  view  of  the 
penalty  of  sin.  In  the  modern  day  in  far  too  many  pulpits  the 
note  of  warning  is  well  nigh  silenced.  Under  the  pressure  of  the 
softness  and  the  humanitarianism  of  modern  times,  we  have  dwelt 
upon  the  love  and  the  goodness  of  God,  to  the  exclusion  of  His 
Holiness,  Righteousness,  and  Justice,  until  many  have  an  idea  of 
God  which  is  a  mere  caricature.  By  partial  statement  and  mis- 
placed emphasis  we  are  in  danger  of  lulling  countless  thousands 
into  a  false  security.  Yea,  of  our  dulling  the  edge  of  our  own 
zeal,  for  if  there  be  vague  views  that  men  are  not  really  lost, 
that  nothing  very  bad  is  going  to  befall  them,  why  be  so  much 
in  earnest  about  it?  This  was  not  the  belief  of  Wesley  and  our 
Methodist  fathers.  Men  were  really  and  terribly  lost,  and  their 
preaching  convicted  and  awakened  sinners,  because  they  spoke  as 
men  "knowing  the  terrors  of  the  Lord."  This  easy-going  notion 
as  to  the  penalty  of  sin  is  not  the  New  Testament  doctrine.  We 
do  not  come  insisting  that  our  preaching  must  breathe  fire  and 
brimstone,  nor  for  a  bald  literalism,  for  our  knowledge  of  these 
things  is  but  in  part;  but  there  are  worse  things  than  literal  fire 
and  brimstone,  or  unending  remorse,  and  the  "gulf  that  cannot 
be  crossed."  We  protest  that  any  adequate  idea  of  sin  has  as  a 
corrolary  a  dreadful  conception  of  its  penalty,  and  that  clear 
views  at  this  point  are  necessary  to  our  own  zeal,  and  to  the 
awakening  of  the  unsaved.  Adequate  ideas  of  sin  go  along  with 
an  exalted  view  of  Christ,  His  Person  and  His  redeeming  work. 

It  is  the  final  word  of  exhortation  from  your  committee  that 
we  preachers  go  from  this  Conference  to  our  closets.  That  our 
steps  may  lead  us  faithfully  and  often  to  the  homes  of  all  the 
people  in  our  various  communities,  that  wherever  we  go,  we  go 
praying  that  He  will  go  with  us,  and  that  some  sense  of  our 
fellowship  with  Him  may  hang  about  us  as  a  sweet  fragrance 
from  heaven,  that  we  seek  at  every  opportunity  to  speak  to  un- 
saved men  about  their  souls,  that  we  spend  many  hours  in  prayer, 
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and  neglect  not  to  pray  for  one  another.     If  we  do  this  our  next 
meeting  will  be  one  of  victory  and  exceeding  joy.

We  wish  to  call  attention  to  the  remarkable  financial  stand- 
ing of  our  House — truly  one  of  the  great  publishing  houses  in 
America.  Its  assets  have  grown  steadily  year  by  year  until  now, 
according  to  the  annual  statement  just  issued,  they  amount  ro 
nearly  $3,000,000.00.  The  total  income  for  the  fiscal  year  end- 
ing February  28th,  was  $1,824,420.00,  the  net  profits  for  the  year 
being  $11,748.00,  or  6y2°/o  on  the  investment.  We  congratulate 
the  agents,  Dr.  Alfred  F.  Smith,  and  Dr.  B.  A.  Whitmore,  on 
their  faithful  and  effective  work.

Not  only 
so,  but  our  House  is  able  to  supply  our  every  demand  for  every 
kind  of  the  best  literature,  both  current  and  classical,  available, 
as  cheaply  as  it  can  be  secured  elsewhere,  and  often  more  cheaply. 
The  Cokesbury  Books, — its  copyrighted  publications, — command 
the  respect  of  the  literary  world.  Lovers  of  the  best  in  good 
books  will  find  our  House  always  ready  to  supply  their  every 
demand.  Furthermore,  the  entire  net  profits  of  the  House  go 
to  the  support  of  the  Church's  conference  claimants.  During 
the  last  twelve  years,  and  in  spite  of  the  depression,  a  total  of 
$935,000.00  has  been  so  appropriated.  This  year  the  appropria- 
tion is  $100,000.00,  of  which  amount,  $3,529.00  is  now  ready  for 
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distribution  among  Holston's  claimants.  Certainly,  both  as  con- 
gregation and  as  individuals,  we  should  support  our  own  House, 
not  only  for  books  and  periodicals,  including  especially  Church 
School  literature,  but  envelopes  for  offerings,  and  office  supplies 
as  well.

The  Sabbath  is  necessary  for  the  body  of  man,  for  the  mind 
of  man,  and  the  worship  service  on  the  Sabbath  Day  is  necessary 
for  the  soul  of  man.  The  Sabbath  was  made  for  man,  in  that  he 
reaps  great  benefits  from  its  observance  not  that  man  may  use 
it  as  he  pleases.  The  same  loyal  spirit  that  will  keep  the  Sabbath 
Day  holy  will  keep  the  soul  and  body  clean  and  the  heart  pure  and 
the  face  toward  heaven.  If  all  people  will  keep  God's  holy 
Sabbath  in  the  spiritual  as  well  as  the  physical  sense  it  would  fill 
every  church,  empty  every  prison,  stop  the  hand  of  murder  and 
bring  peace  on  earth  and  good  will  toward  men. 

Let  us  hope  that  every  pastor  will  keep  this  matter  before  the 
people  always.

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Memoirs 

ISAAC  NEWTON  MUNSEY 

Isaac  Newton  Munsey,  the  son  of  Clara  and  William  H.  Munsey,  was 
born  October  18,  1857,  in  Bland  County,  Va.,  in  a  section  known  as 
Kimberling,  near  old  Salem  Church.  He  came  of  a  family  of  Methodist 
preachers,  among  them  being  Zachariah  Munsey,  a  local  preacher  of  Giles 
County,  and  the  famous  William  Elbert  Munsey.  His  first  marriage  was 
to  Christina  M.  Yost;  but  after  one  brief  year,  death  claimed  her.  On 
July  31,  1889,  he  was  married  to  Susan  Elizabeth  Eaton.  Her  adapta- 
bility to  the  life  of  a  Methodist  itinerant's  career  was  equal  to  her  charm, 
and  for  forty-eight  happy  years  they  lived  and  wrought  together  for  the 
upbuilding  of  the  Master's  kingdom. 

The  following  children  came  to  bless  their  wedlock:  J.  H.  Munsey, 
Mrs.  E.  F.  Sowers,  Mrs.  Orrin  Weeks,  Clara  Munsey,  W.  E.  Munsey, 
and  Albert  Munsey. 

The  following  extract  from  his  diary  gives  an  interesting  insight  into 
the  life  history  of  this  noble  man  of  God : 

"I  was  converted  to  God,  September  2,  1880,  at  Charles  Chapel,  Blue- 
stone,  Tazewell  County,  Va.,  and  was  received  into  the  church  by  Rev. 
A.  T.  Brooks  of  Holston,  and  a  grand,  good  man.  I  became  indolent,  and 
neglected  my  duty,  and  almost  gave  up  the  struggle  for  eternal  life.  I  owe 
very  much  to  Rev.  D.  H.  Carr,  who  took  care  of  me  spiritually. 

I  felt  a  call  to  the  ministry  under  his  administration,  and  began  to 
exhort.  This  was  a  very  great  cross  to  me,  as  I  had  no  education.  In 
1884  I  was  licensed  to  exhort,  and  did  the  best  I  could.  I  had  some  suc- 
cess, and  when  I  tried  to  do  my  duty  I  enjoyed  religion.  In  1886  I  went 
to  Emory  and  Henry  College,  staying  only  two  years.  I  shall  always 
be  thankful  that  I  went.  It  is  a  source  of  regret  that  I  could  not  com- 
plete the  course.  In  October,  1888,  at  Asheville,  N.  C,  I  was  admitted 
on  trial  into  the  Holston  Conference,  Bishop  Hargrove,  presiding.  I  was 
returned  to  the  Gladeville  Circuit,  Lee  County,  Va.  I  rode  more  than 
one  hundred,  miles  in  making  the  round.  There  are  now  18  different 
charges  embraced  within  the  bounds  of  this  first  charge." 

Brother  Munsey  gave  forty-nine  active  and  fruitful  years  to  the 
Methodist  Ministry,  serving  the  following  charges :  Gladeville,  Lee  County. 
Va. ;  Hixson  Circuit ;  Coal  City  and  Etna,  Tenn. ;  Powell's  Valley ; 
Gladeville,  Wise  County,  Va. ;  Floyd  (two  pastorates)  ;  Old  Town;  Charles- 
ton, Tenn. ;  Louisville,  Madisonville ;  Lead  Mines ;  Abingdon  Circuit ; 
Ceres;  Fries;  Tom's  Creek;  Athens,  W.  Va. ;  and  Staff ordsville  Circuit. 
Thus  he  had  eighteen  different  circuits  and  stations;  and  served  145  dif- 
ferent churches  under  20  different  presiding  elders. 
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Retiring  from  the  active  ministry  in  1935,  he  came  to  East  Radford 
where  he  and  Mrs.  Munsey  made  their  home  till  the  summons  for  him, 
December  7,  1936.  The  evening  of  his  life  was  most  happy,  never  losing 
interest  in  the  church  he  so  dearly  loved,  and  regular  in  his  attendance 
at  the  Grove  Ave.  Church  almost  till  the  last.  The  funeral  was  conducted 
by  his  pastor,  Rev.  French  Wampler,  assisted  by  Rev.  W.  M.  Bunts  and 
Rev.  W.  M.  Morrell.  Among  other  pastors  present  were  the  following : 
R.  E.  Greer,  R.  C.  Bailey,  C.  H.  Williams,  W.  S.  Lyons,  J.  A.  Early, 
C.  F.  Watkins,  T.  D.  Strader,  and  H.  E.  Hardin. 

The  names  of  I.  N.  Munsey  belong  high  up  in  "The  List  of  the  Men  who 
Made  the  Churches."  He  combined  a  goodly  group  of  the  qualities  which 
entered  into  the  making  of  an  effective  pioneer  preacher.  A  roll  call  of 
the  persons  converted  to  Christ  under  his  ministry  would  reveal  some 
interesting  facts  concerning  his  ability  to  reach  people  in  all  of  the  walks 
of  life.  Many  of  the  men  and  women  who  occupy  places  of  large  useful- 
ness in  the  larger  churches  came  down  the  isles  of  country  church  at  his 
invitation  and  gave  their  hearts  and  lives  to  God. 

A  little  study  of  the  man  and  his  message  would  be  very  interesting. 
Brother  Munsey  was  a  man  of  striking  originality.  He  could  not  easily 
be  confused  or  mixed  up  with  the  crowd.  He  had  some  opinions  and  did 
some  thinking  on  his  own  account.  He  never  lost  sight  of  the  fact  that 
he  had  been  called  of  God  to  preach  the  gospel.  He  lived  and  preached 
constantly  with  the  thought  that  he  was  God's  man.  Even  though  he  walked 
and  rode  horse  back  thousands  of  miles  in  serving  those  eighteen  hard 
charges,  he  never  complained  about  it.  In  fact  he  rejoiced  to  say  that  it 
had  been  a  glorious  ministry.  When  ill  health  forced  him  to  retire  in  the 
fall  of  1935,  he  said  to  his  presiding  elder  "Tell  the  Brethren  when  you 
go  to  Conference,  that  they  have  been  mighty  good  to  me,  and  I  appreciate 
it."     "I  have  had  such  a  good  time  trying  to  be  a  Methodist  preacher." 

To  know  him  in  his  pastoral  relationships  with  his  people  was  most 
refreshing.  His  people  loved  him  and  trusted  him.  Never  has  there  been 
a  finer  type  of  loyalty  of  people  to  a  pastor  than  on  some  of  the  charges 
that  brother  Munsey  served.  The  people  came  to  him  with  their  burdens 
and  their  problems  naturally  and  on  their  own  account.  One  of  his  mem- 
bers said,  "When  brother  Munsey  has  called  to  see  us  we  always  feel  that 
a  man  of  God  has  been  to  our  house."

REV.  JOSEPH  E.  LOWRY 

Joseph  E.  Lowry  was  the  son  of  Hugh  Kelso  Lowry  and  Isabella  Cook 
Lowry.  He  was  born  May  11,  1868,  at  Madisonville,  Tennessee,  and  spent 
the  years  of  his  childhood  and  youth  in  Monroe  County,  where  were  spent 
twenty-two  of  his  active  itinerant  years. 

The  home  of  his  youth  was  guided  by  high  Christian  ideals,  to  which 
he  responded  from  his  earliest  days,    As  a  child  in  the  home,  as  a  lad  in 
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public  school  and  as  a  college  student,  he  grew  in  moral  strength  and  in 
spiritual  culture,  as  he  grew  toward  physical  and  mental  manhood. 

Uniting  with  the  Methodist  Church  in  early  life  he  was  licensed  to 
preach,  while  still  a  boy,  at  Keys'  Chapel,  Hiwassee  College,  where  he 
secured  his  education.  His  devotion  to  Hiwassee,  which  began  in  his  youth, 
never  faltered  through  the  reach  of  his  years. 

With  a  recommendation  from  Madisonville  Circuit,  he  went  up  to  the 
Annual  Conference  for  admission  on  trial,  in  1888,  when  he  was  just  past 
twenty  years  old.  Conference  met  that  year  at  Asheville,  North  Carolina, 
on  October  3,  and  he  was  admitted  on  trial  on  October  5,  1888.  He  had 
missed  his  train  and  was  delayed  so  as  to  be  forced  to  make  the  trip  to 
Asheville  at  night.  He  often  referred  to  that  night  and  the  uneasiness  which 
he  felt  lest  the  Conference  might  decline  to  admit  him.  His  traveling 
companion  on  that  night  of  adventure  and  uncertainty  was  Rev.  John  B. 
Carnes,  who  although  much  his  senior,  was  also  going  up  for  admission 
on  trial.  There  were  seventeen  in  the  class  and  all  were  received.  Of 
these,  Rev.  W.  I.  Fogleman,  died  last  year,  and  Rev.  I.  N.  Munsey  has 
died  this  year,  thus  leaving  no  other  member  of  the  class  in  Holston  Con- 
ference. Rev.  J.  W.  Moore  of  the  Virginia  Conference  and  Rev.  Frank 
Siler  of  the  Western  North  Carolina  Conference  were  of  this  class. 

Exactly  two  years  after  being  received  on  trial,  he  was  received  into 
full  connection  and  was  ordained  deacon  by  Bishop  John  C.  Keener  at 
Bristol,  Virginia,  on  October  5,  1890.  Three  years  later,  he  was  ordained 
elder  by  Bishop  W.  W.  Duncan,  at  Knoxville,  on  October  15,  1893. 

His  first  appointment  was  Maynardville  Circuit,  where  he  remained 
two  years ;  and  there  he  began  making  friends  whose  friendship  has  lasted 
through  the  years.  From  Maynardville  he  went  to  Knoxville  Circuit,  there 
to  begin  more  friendships  and  to  win  a  wife  whose  fidelity  was  to  bless  him 
to  the  last  day  of  his  life.  Then  followed  Louisville,  Madisonville  and 
Philadelphia.  In  1899  he  was  called  to  the  presidency  of  Hiwassee  Col- 
lege. After  eight  years  he  returned  to  the  pastorate,  and  served  with  great 
acceptability  LaFollette,  Princeton  and  Coeburn.  Called  again  to  the  presi- 
dency of  Hiwassee  College  in  1914,  he  served  in  that  office  until  1927. 
In  the  pastorate  again  he  gave  four  years  each  to  Epworth  and  LaFollette. 
On  account  of  declining  health  he  asked  for  superannuation  in  1935.  The 
short  period  of  superannuation  was  far  from  one  of  idleness.  He  preached 
on  many  occasions.  At  the  very  end,  he  was  preaching  regularly,  each 
Sunday  at  Lincoln  Memorial  University. 

Joe  Lowry  was  greatly  beloved  by  those  who  knew  him.  He  was 
a  faithful,  sympathetic  pastor  as  well  as  a  thoughtful,  earnest  preacher. 
People  recognized  the  genuineness  of  his  faith  and  his  devotion  to  his 
work,  and  they  gave  glad  heed  to  his  messages. 
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He  will  probably  be  remembered  longest  as  the  President  of  Hiwassee 
College  to  which  he  gave  thirty  years  of  his  life.  He  was  elected  to  that 
office  while  serving  as  pastor  at  Madisonville  in  1899  and  served  as  active 
President  while  pastor  at  Philadelphia,  until  1904.  For  the  next  three 
years  he  devoted  his  entire  time  to  the  college.  Returning  to  the  pastorate 
in  1907,  he  was  again  elected  President  of  Hiwassee  in  1914,  and  served 
in  that  capacity  until  1927,  after  which  he  was  made  president  emeritus 
and  held  this  relation  at  the  time  of  his  death.  Hiwassee  had  held  a  large 
place  in  his  life  from  his  own  college  boyhood  until  the  end  of  his  life. 

He  loved  Hiwassee  with  passonate  devotion ;  not  as  a  mere  sentiment ; 
much  less  as  an  abstraction.  He  loved  Hiwassee  for  the  great  service 
which  she  has  rendered  in  giving  training  to  young  men  (and  in  these 
later  years)  to  young  women.  No  labor  was  too  arduous  for  him  to  per- 
form if  he  could  find  a  youth  hungering  for  an  education.  No  youth 
too  indigent  for  him  to  find  a  way  for  expenses  to  be  met.  His  ardour 
in  reaching  ambitious  boys  and  girls  and  in  arranging  for  them  to  go  to 
college  amounted  to  something  near  akin  to  genius.  For  an  entire  genera- 
tion there  shall  be  scores  whose  hearts  will  glow  at  the  memory  of  their 
beloved  president. 

On  July  19,  1892,  Rev.  Joseph  E.  Lowry  and  Miss  Cordelia  Ault  were 
united  in  marriage ;  they  lived  together  in  happy  home  life  for  forty-five 
years.  The  radiance  of  the  lovely  home  which  they  maintained  was  felt 
in  every  community  in  which  they  lived;  this  was  especially  felt  on  the 
campus  of  Hiwassee  College. 

To  them  were  born  five  children,  Lillian  (Mrs.  R.  L.  Gallaher),  Ella 
Grace,  (Mrs.  J.  E.  Williams),  Dr.  S.  G.  Lowry,  Miss  Elizabeth  and  Ruth, 
who  died  in  lovely  childhood. 

He  was  esteemed  and  loved  by  ministers  and  laymen;  by  teachers  and 
students.  Again  it  may  be  said :  "There  was  a  man  sent  from  God."  This 
man  lived  among  us.  The  strength  of  his  life  has  strengthened  our  lives; 
the  love  in  his  heart  has  moved  our  hearts  to  love;  his  comforting  voice 
has  comforted  us. 

We  shall  miss  him  in  the  Conference  and  in  the  College ;  in  the  church 
and  in  the  home.  But  we  are  comforted  by  the  thought  that  he  had  walked 
with  God  in  this  world  and  is  now  at  home  with  God  in  that  world.

MARTIN  P.  CARICO 


Froude  tells  us :  "The  soul  of  man  is  not  a  thing  which  comes  and 
goes,  is  builded  and  decays  like  the  elemental  frame  in  which  it  is  set  to 
dwell,  but  a  very  living  force,  a  very  energy  of  God's  organic  will,  which 
rules  and  moulds  the  universe."  We  cannot  think  of  Dr.  Carico  as  one  that 
has  ceased  to  be,  but  as  one  yet  real  and  living,  although  not  confined 
or  limited  to  material  existence. 
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The  life  span  of  the  deceased  began  at  Edmonds,  North  Carolina, 
February  3,  1867,  and  came  to  its  conclusion,  in  Knoxville,  Tennessee, 
February  22,  1937.  Across  this  more  than  three  score  and  ten  years 
journeyed  a  spirit  of  happy  and  useful  life,  that  blessed  the  world  for  a 
generation,  lifting  untold  numbers  of  people  to  higher  levels,  inspiring  them 
to  nobler  deeds  and  to  holier  living.  The  final  sacred  ceremonies  were 
conducted  by  his  Presiding  Elder,  Dr.  F.  B.  Shelton,  and  one  of  his  long 
devoted  friends,  Rev.  W.  S.  Hendricks,  after  which  the  material  remains 
were  placed  to  rest  in  Lynnhurst  Resthaven  Cemetery,  in  Fountain  City, 
Tennessee. 

Dr.  Martin  P.  Carico  was  admitted  on  trial  in  the  Holston  Conference, 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  October,  1891 ;  to  full  connection, 
October,  1893,  and  was  ordained  an  elder  October,  1895,  remaining  a  faith- 
ful itinerant  minister  of  the  Gospel  until  the  day  of  his  departure,  falling 
at  his  post,  "With  his  armor  on."  He  served  many  good  charges,  filling 
some  of  the  best  appointments  in  his  Conference.  Among  other  appoint- 
ments he  served  with  satisfaction  and  with  success:  Munsey  Memorial 
Church,  Johnson  City,  Tennessee ;  and  State  Street  Church,  Bristol,  Vir- 
ginia. He  also  served  with  dignity  and  ability  in  the  presiding  eldership, 
for  a  period  of  twelve  years,  on  the  Sweetwater,  Big  Stone  Gap,  and  the 
Bluefield  Districts. 

Dr.  Carico  was  a  man  of  marked  abilitjr,  being  of  superior  calibre  and 
character,  distinctive  in  appearance  and  possessed  of  a  rich  personality. 
He  had  an  investigative  mind  and  a  will  for  systematic  and  thorough  study. 
He  read  wisely  and  to  good  advantage,  keeping  ever  abreast  of  the  times 
and  conversant  with  the  best  thought  of  the  day.  Longfellow  says :  "The 
mind  of  the  scholar,  if  he  would  have  it  large  and  liberal,  should  come  in 
contact  with  other  minds."  His  library  was  large  and  selective  and  his 
mind  greatly  enriched  by  contact  with  the  best  minds  in  every  department 
of  human  knowledge.  Seneca  tells  us  :  "As  the  soil,  however  rich  it  may 
be,  cannot  be  productive  without  culture,  so  the  mind  without  cultivation 
can  never  produce  good  fruit."  His  was  a  cultured  mind  with  rare  gifts 
and  large  attainments. 

Dr.  Carico  was  an  honored  son,  a  faithful  husband,  a  tender  and  loving 
father.  He  was  a  true  brother  in  Christ  to  the  household  of  faith,  a 
dependable  friend  and  a  man  in  every  way  upright  and  righteous.  Dean 
Stanley's  words  are  applicable  and  appropriate :  "Give  us  a  man,  young 
or  old,  on  whom  we  know  we  can  thoroughly  depend — who  will  stand  firm 
when  others  fail — the  friend  faithful  and  true,  the  adviser  honest  and  fear- 
less, the  adversary  just  and  chivalrous ;  in  such  an  one  there  is  a  fragment 
of  the  Rock  of  Ages — a  sign  that  there  has  been  a  prophet  among  us."

Honestly  honest  in  every  deed ; 
Righteously  righteous  and  justly  just, 

This  is  the  whole  of  the  good  man's  creed.

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REV.  BARRON  W.  LEE 

Rev.  Barron  Wells  Lee  was  the  son  of  Thomas  J.  and  Virginia  Wells 
Lee.  He  was  born  at  Hendersonville,  North  Carolina,  on  September  n, 
1872.  After  the  death  of  his  father,  the  family  moved  to  Greene  County, 
Tennessee,  where  he  spent  his  boyhood. 

His  early  education  was  secured  in  the  public  schools  at  Mosheim. 
From  the  public  schools  he  went  to  Emory  and  Henry  College,  where  he 
soon  won  a  place  of  esteem  on  the  part  of  faculty  and  students.  He  ap- 
plied himself  with  conscientious  care  to  every  task  of  college  life.  An 
older  brother  recalls  the  sober  seriousness  of  the  boy's  life;  the  habit  which 
he  had  formed  thus  early  remained  with  him  to  the  end.  At  an  early  time 
he  felt  himself  called  to  preach  the  gospel. 

To  the  Holston  Annual  Conference,  meeting  at  Morristown,  in  1898, 
came  Barron  W.  Lee  for  admission  on  trial.  He  was  admitted  in  a  class 
with  ten  other  preachers.  Without  loss  of  time,  he  completed  his  course 
of  studies,  and,  in  1900,  was  admitted  into  full  connection  and  ordained 
deacon ;  in  1902  he  was  ordained  elder. 

The  first  charge  to  which  he  was  sent  was  Tellico  Plains ;  then  fol- 
lowed Rossville,  Athens,  Clinton,  Jonesboro,  East  Park  and  Epworth. 
Wherever  he  peached  he  was  listened  to  with  reverence.  There  was  a 
quality  of  earnestness  and  sincerity  in  his  precahing  which  arrested  the 
attention  and  inspired  the  faith  of  his  hearers.  Always  faithful  as  a  pastor, 
his  people  trusted  him  and  leaned  on  him  for  guidance  and  comfort.  Dur- 
ing twenty-one  active  years  he  served  seven  charges ;  the  last  seven  years 
were  in  Knoxville. 

While  serving  Athens  Station,  he  married  Miss  Annie  Parkinson. 
Truly  united  in  heart  and  life,  they  lived  in  beautiful  devotion;  and  ex- 
emplified, in  their  home  life,  the  grace  and  power  of  faith  and  fidelity. 
Mrs.  Lee  preceded  her  husband  by  two  years.  They  are  survived  by  a  son, 
John  Barron,  and  a  daughter,  Miss  Anna  Virginia.  Brother  Lee  is  sur- 
vived by  an  aged  brother,  Oscar  C.  Lee  of  Inskip,  Tenn.,  and  two  sisters, 
Mrs.  Anna  Lee  Hall,  of  Everly,  Iowa,  and  Miss  Minnie  S.  Lee,  of  Greene- 
ville,  Tenn. 

Brother  Lee  had  never  enjoyed  robust  health;  as  middle  life  came  he 
grew  more  frail  and  found  himself  unable  to  sustain  the  labors  and  cares 
of  the  pastorate.  In  1919  he  was  given  the  superannuate  relation  and  was 
not  again  able  to  resume  the  work  which  he  loved  with  passionate  devotion. 
For  the  greater  part  of  the  years  following  his  superannuation  he  was  an 
invalid.  At  noon,  on  Sunday,  March  14,  1937,  he  sank  into  the  sleep 
which  his  tired  body  craved;  and  the  saintly  spirit  went  home  to  be  with 
the  Lord  to  whom  he  had  given  his  love  and  his  life. 

I.  P.  MARTIN 
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NEIL  McKAY  WATSON,  D.D. 

Very  early  on  a  morning  in  October,  1886,  I  arrived  on  the  campus  of 
Vanderbilt  University,  never  having  been  in  a  city  before,  and  consciously 
very  much  lacking  in  preparation  for  entrance  into  those  halls  of  learning. 
Having  found  the  way  to  Wesley  Hall,  and  having  passed  down  its  great 
hallway  with  a  sense  of  awe  and  fast  beating  heart,  at  the  head  of  the 
stairway  coming  up  from  the  dining  room  I  met  a  young  man,  and  after 
telling  him  my  name,  asked  where  Dr.  E.  E.  Hoss  could  be  found.  The 
young  man  replied,  "I  am  N.  M.  Watson,  and  will  take  you  to  the  home 
of  Dr.  Hoss."  This  he  did,  and  there  was  in  my  heart  a  tender  warmth 
toward  my  helper  which  never  faded  on  better  acquaintance.  Very  soon 
it  was  learned  that  he  was  in  his  Middle  year  in  Theology  and  a  leader 
of  his  class ;  that  he  had  completed  his  work  in  Liberal  Arts  and  in  Law 
at  the  University  of  North  Carolina.  In  June  1888,  he  graduated  in  The- 
ology, receiving  the  B.  D.  degree  and  was  awarded  the  founders  medal 
for  having  made  the  highest  grade  in  his  class.  So  modest,  he  was,  that 
none  of  those  closest  to  him  ever  heard  him  refer  to  this  honor.  His  alma 
mater  conferred  on  him  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Divinity  in  1908. 

Neil  McKay  Watson  was  born  in  Jonesboro,  North  Carolina,  July  17, 
1857,  and  was  educated  in  the  schools  of  his  native  state,  graduating  in 
Arts  and  Law  from  the  State  University  at  Chapel  Hill.  He  also  studied 
and  for  a  time  practiced  Pharmacy,  hesitating  to  do  what  he  felt  impelled 
by  the  Holy  Spirit  to  make  his  lifework. 

In  the  fall  of  1888  he  was  Admitted  on  Trial  into  the  Traveling  Con- 
nection by  the  North  Carolina  Conference  and  appointed  to  Robdill  for 
one  year ;  then  Morehead  for  two  years ;  then  Chapel  Hill,  the  University 
Church,  for  three  years ;  then  for  two  years  to  Edenton ;  then  for  four 
years  to  Jarvis  Memorial,  Greenville ;  then  to  Chapel  Hill  again  for  another 
three  years ;  to  Grace  Church,  Wilmington  for  four  years ;  and  to  Bynum 
for  one  year. 

On  December  26,  1900,  he  was  most  happily  married  to  Frances  At- 
water,  who  was  to  him  a  devoted  wife  and  efficient  helper  in  all  his  work. 
To  this  union  were  born  three  sons :  Robert  Atwater,  who  tarried  on  earth 
for  a  brief  space  and  went  back  to  God;  Neil  McKay,  and  Francis*.  These 
two,  with  their  mother,  survive. 

During  the  service  of  Dr.  Watson  at  Wilmington  he  had  a  severe 
attack  of  malaria  in  his  fourth  year,  and  Bishop  E.  E.  Hoss  transferred 
him  in  1908  to  the  Holston  Conference.  He  had  asked  for  some  circuit 
in  the  highland  country.  The  pastor  having  served  Wytheville  Circuit 
for  four  years,  of  necessity  was  moved,  and  Dr.  Watson  was  assigned  to  it. 
His  health  improved,  and  the  year  was  a  happy  one  for  pastor  and  people. 
In  1909  he  was  appointed  to  Norton,  Va.,  where  he  had  two  fruitful  years, 
and  was  then  sent  to  Broad  Street,  Knoxville,  where  he  had  a  blessed 
ministry   for   four  years.     His   next  appointment  was   to   Highland    Park, 
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Chattanooga,  which  was  another  four  years  of  happy  relation  for  pastor 
and  people.  He  next  served  four  years  at  State  Street,  Bristol,  then  four 
as  Presiding  Elder  of  the  Morristown  District,  after  which  Highland  Park 
received  him  most  cordially  fo*r  another  term  of  four  years.  Then  two 
years  were  given  to  Wytheville  Station  and  one  year  to  Athens,  Tenn., 
from  which,  because  of  failing  health,  he  asked  for  and  was  given  the 
Superannuate  relation  in  1934.  After  retiring  from  active  service  he  came 
to  Highland  Park  to  live  among  the  people  he  had  served  for  eight  years 
and  who  loved  him  with  tender  devotion.  These  years  were  beautiful 
years  and  very  useful  years.  He  was  much  in  demand  to  supply  pulpits 
and  was  ever  ready  to  do  so,  and  gave  most  acceptable  service.  For  three 
months  during  the  illness  of  the  pastor  he  served  Brainerd  every  Sunday 
morning.  It  was  a  benediction  to  have  him  in  our  Preachers  meetings, 
Conference,  and  to  counsel  with  him.  "How  blest  the  righteous  when  he 
dies,  when  sinks  the  weary  soul  to  rest!" 

He  was  cordially  welcomed  into  the  Holston  Conference  and  was  never 
thought  of  as  a  stranger  or  transfer,  but  from  the  first  was  received  as 
a  native  son,  such  was  his  courtesy,  brotherliness,  and  gentleness  of  manner, 
and  such  his  intelligent  interest  in  all  things  pertaining  to  the  welfare  of 
the  whole  church.  He  was  much  in  demand  for  service  on  Boards  and 
Committees  of  the  Conference,  charged  with  grave  responsibilities,  for 
his  counsel  was  invaluable,  and  was  chosen  as  a  delegate  to  the  General 
Conference.  He  ever  proved  himself  worthy  of  the  trust  his  brethren  had 
in  him. 

His  record  as  a  student  at  College  characterized  his  whole  life.  He 
knew  well  how  to  select  and  use  the  best  books  and  literature.  This  is 
not  always  easy  in  this  day  when  so  much  cheap,  shoddy  work  is  exposed 
for  sale,  written  by  those  who  have  neither  scholarship  or  ability  to  make 
research,  and  are  ignorant  of  the  things  about  which  they  attempt  to  write. 
He  always  made  thorough  preparation  for  the  pulpit,  and  in  consequence 
never  lacked  for  eager  hearers.  He  was  industrious  and  careful  in  every 
detail  of  his  work;  a  faithful,  sympathetic  and  helpful  pastor,  a  courteous 
and  congenial  companion,  and  a  trusted  and  true  friend.  He  made  friends 
not  by  fawning  or  flattery  nor  the  use  of  cunning  arts,  but  by  the  genuine- 
ness of  his  character  and  his  wholesome  sincerity.  The  work  in  hand, 
whatever  it  was,  always  received  his  very  best  effort,  and  no  part  was  ever 
neglected.  He-  had  a  real  appreciation  of  the  value  of  recreative  sports, 
good  humor,  and  keen  wit,  but  indulged  himself  most  sparingly  in  any 
form  of  sports.  His  life  and  the  work  given  him  were  matters  of  such 
serious  moment  to  him  as  to  demand  all  his  time  and  resources.  His  love 
for  his  church  and  his  people  was  most  beautiful,  and  for  none  more  than 
Highland  Park  which  has  a  memorial  window  to  his  son.  Dr.  VanDyke 
has  well  described  our  brother : 
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"Four  things  a  man  must  learn  to  do, 
If  he  would  make  his  record  true; 
To  think  without  confusion  clearly, 
To  love  his  fellow  men  sincerely ; 
To  act  from  honest  motives  purely, 
To  trust  in  God  and  heaven  securely." 

In  the  coming  time  when  I  enter  the  City  of  God  among  its  radiant 
splendors  in  our  Father's  house  I  hope  to  meet  again  the  man  who  gave 
me  welcome  to  Wesley  Hall.

WILLIAM  HENRY  TROY 

A  brief  summation  of  the  earthly  life  of  William  Henry  Troy  can  be 
glimpsed  by  reference  to  the  circles  in  which  he  lived. 

It  is  inevitable  that  man  must  live  his  life  in  the  broad  circle  of  society. 
It  is  here  that  he  learns  through  play  and  in  the  experiences  of  school. 
It  is  here  that  man  first  observes  the  hills,  valleys,  and  streams  that  God 
has  placed  at  his  disposal.  In  this  circle  man  plays  his  part  in  the  social 
order  and  makes  his  contribution  to  the  political  and  economical  well-being 
of  mankind. 

It  was  in  the  County  of  Grayson  in  the  Old  Dominion  that  Brother 
Troy,  the  son  of  John  and  Rebecca  Troy,  was  born,  September  16,  1864. 
Amid  the  stately  hills  of  this  fair  section  he  developed  in  body  and  mind 
and  increased  in  favor  with  God  and  man. 

Brother  Troy  identified  himself  with  the  brotherhood  of  God's  people 
early  in  life.  He  was  not  content  to  live  his  life  aloof  from  the  Church 
of  Jesus  Christ  and  remain  outside  the  spiritual  Kingdom  of  God.  He 
saw  himself  an  unfinished  product  and  yielded  to  the  ultimatum  of  his 
Lord,  "Ye  must  be  born  again."  He  climbed  up  the  steps  of  repentance, 
faith,  and  confession,  into  the  realm  of  obedience  and  realized  for  a  cer- 
tainty the  marvelous  and  saving  grace  of  the  Savior. 

I  do  not  know  of  the  other  earthly  fraternities  with  which  he  identified 
himself,  but  he  was  wise  in  uniting  his  life  with  an  institution  that  stands 
for  the  proclamation  of  the  gospel  to  the  poor ;  healing  to  the  broken- 
hearted ;  deliverance  to  the  captives ;  recovery  of  sight  to  the  blind ;  liberty 
to  the  bruised,  and  abundant  life  to  all  who  will  believe. 

I  think  there  comes  a  sense  of  satisfaction  to  those  who  have  soldiered 
the  Church  militant.  Our  brother  held  the  confident  hope  that  the  King- 
dom is  coming,  that  the  Church  was  on  the  march  and  that  the  gates  of 
hell  would  be  unable  to  impede  her  progress.  Age  and  infirmities  did  not 
cause  him  to  forsake  the  fellowship  of  God's  people.  He  was  always  in 
his  place  at  the  services  of  worship  and  his  public  prayers  were  a  benedic- 
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tion.     His   devotion  to   the    Church   was    like   that   of    Saint   John's.     The 
words  of  Timothy  Dwight  often  expressed  his  feelings  : 

"I  love  thy  Church,  O  God ! 

Her  walls  before  Thee  stand ; 
Dear  as  the  apple  of  Thine  eye, 

And  graven  on  Thy  hand." 

Brother  Troy  was  a  member  of  that  inner  circle  of  the  Church  called 
the  ministry — the  school  of  the  prophets.  He  heard  the  call  of  God  to 
preach  and  was  admitted  on  trial  into  the  Holston  Conference  at  Tazewell, 
Virginia,  in  1895,  and  was  admitted  into  full  connection  in  1897.  This  con- 
secrated God's  man  served  the  following  charges  :  Grayson  Mission,  three 
years ;  East  Wytheville,  three  years ;  Bland,  two  years ;  Osaka,  one  year ; 
Castlewood,  four  years ;  Cripple  Creek,  three  years ;  Max  Meadows,  four 
years ;  Pennington  Gap,  two  years ;  Graham,  two  years ;  West  Graham,  two 
years. 

He  stood  for  his  Master  behind  the  sacred  desk  with  the  open  book 
and  pointed  all  men  to  an  open  heaven.  There  are  many  whose  names  are 
inscribed  in  the  Lamb's  Book  of  Life  because  he,  like  Enoch,  walked  with 
God.  He  served  his  congregations  as  a  good  shepherd  and  led  them  into 
pastures  green  and  by  the  waters  still.  He  instructed  the  children  about 
Jesus  as  their  personal  Savior,  condemned  sin  and  comforted  the  dying. 
While  Brother  Troy's  comrades  in  the  ministry  will  miss  him,  yet  we  re- 
joice that  he  has  gone  to  a  better  and  permanent  charge.  It  is  not  un- 
reasonable to  believe  that  he  will  continue  to  serve  as  minister  of  the  most 
high  God  throughout  the  ages  of  eternity. 

Our  departed  brother  lived  the  abundant  life  in  that  innermost  circle 
of  the  home. 

He  was  married  to  Miss  Virginia  Black  and  the  following  children 
represent  this  happy  union:  Mrs.  J.  H.  Barlow,  Amonate,  Virginia;  John 
Troy,  Welch,  West  Virginia;  Mrs.  D.  Trigg  James,  wife  of  the  Con- 
ference Executive-Extension  Secretary  of  Holston  Conference,  Bristol,  Vir- 
ginia ;  Rev.  Henry  Olin  Troy,  pastor  of  East  Park  Church,  Johnson  City, 
Tennessee.     Another  son,  Fred,  preceded  his  father  to  another  world. 

A  Methodist  preacher  must  not  abide  long  in  one  place.  He  promises 
to  go  wherever  sent.  He  cannot  choose  the  house  in  which  he  will  live 
nor  the  income  for  his  family.  His  is  a  resigned  life.  But  I  doubt  if 
any  spot  on  earth  reflects  more  of  the  spirit  of  the  Master  than  a  con- 
secrated preacher's  home.  A  preacher  may  be  eloquent  and  learned,  he  may 
occupy  places  of  honor  and  renown,  but  if  he  fails  as  the  father  of  his 
children  he  has  failed  in  his  first  obligation  and  duty.  The  children  of 
Brother  Troy  arise  up  and  call  him  blessed  and  testify  to  his  worth  as  a 
good  father.  It  is  a  source  of  gratitude  that  his  mantle  has  fallen  upon 
his  son  and  daughter  and  that  his  ministry  is  thus  being  multiplied. 
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The  faithful  circuit  rider  has  reached  the  end  of  the  long  trail.  He 
has  come  to  the  end  of  a  perfect  day.  His  body  sleeps  in  beautiful  Maple 
Hill  Cemetery,  overlooking  the  scene  of  his  last  pastorate  in  West  Graham, 
Bluefield,  Virginia.  He  has  served  his  last  charge.  He  has  folded  his 
Bible  and  placed  it  within  his  old  saddle  bags.  He  has  fought  in  the  good 
fight  and  the  victory  has  been  won  and  the  crown  bestowed.  Instead  of 
mourning  let  us  look  up  and  address  him  in  the  words  of  the  poet: 

"Thy  day  has  come,  not  gone; 
The  sun  has  risen,  not  set; 
Thy  life  is  now  beyond 

The  reach  of  death  or  change, 
Not  ended, — but  begun. 

O  noble  soul !     O,  gentle  heart ; 
Hail  and  farewell."

REV.  JOHN  MOORE  CROWE 

Dr.  John  Moore  Crowe  was  born  on  November  n,  1857,  near  Yelving- 
ton,  Davies  County,  Ky.  His  parents  were  Rev.  Enoch  M.,  and  Fannie 
E.  Crowe.  He  was  the  first  of  thirteen  children,  seven  of  whom  lived  to 
maturity.  He  was  converted  in  1871  at  Frankfort,  Ky.,  during  a  meeting 
held  by  the  Rev.  T.  J.  Mayhew,  and  immediately  was  impressed  that  he 
was  called  to  the  ministry.  He  entered  Warren  Military  College,  of  which 
Dr.  J.  Y.  Wilson  was  President,  and  Professor  Gross  Alexander  was  a 
member  of  the  faculty.  He  was  licensed  to  preach  in  1875,  a°d  served 
the  Cumberland  Circuit  the  latter  half  of  that  year.  He  went  then  as  a 
student  to  Vanderbilt  University,  where  he  was  awarded  a  medal  in  oratory. 
The  records  show  that  he  was  admitted  to  full  connection  in  1879,  and 
ordained  Elder  in  1880.  He  served  the  Olmstead  Circuit  from  1877  to  1879. 
He  was  married  to  Miss  Mollie  Howard  on  December  24,  1879.  She  was 
a  charming  woman  and  fitted  well  into  the  itinerant  life,  and  for  forty- 
four  years  was  a  faithful  companion  and  helper  in  the  ministry.  Of  this 
union  were  born  two  sons  and  three  daughters,  of  whom  three  survive : 
Mrs.  Fannie  Warren,  Charleston,  W.  Va. ;  Mrs.  Blanche  Pope,  Nashville, 
Tenn. ;  and  Howard  D.  Crowe,  Gulf  port,  Miss.  Mrs.  Crowe  passed  away 
in  Nashville,  Tenn.,  June  20,  1933.  Of  Dr.  Crowe's  brothers  and  sisters, 
Mrs.  Nathan  Moore,  of  Louisville,  Ky.,  alone  survives. 

Charges  served  by  Dr.  Crowe  from  the  time  of  his  marriage  were : 
Portland,  Ky.,  one  year;  Cadiz,  Ky.,  two  years;  Madisonville,  one  year; 
Jeffersonville,  Ind.,  four  years;  after  which  he  located  and  was  in  evange- 
listic work  for  eighteen  months.  He  was  then  sent  to  St.  Paul's  Mehodist 
Church,  Denver,  Col.,  and  from  there  to  Sikeston,  Mo.  In  the  year  1895 
he  was  transferred  to  the  Western  Virginia  Conference,  and  stationed  at 
Parkersburg.  In  1904  he  transferred  to  the  Holston  Conference,  and  was 
sent  to  Pikeville,  Term.,  for  three  years;  then  to  Whiteside  Street  Church, 
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Chattanooga,  three  years ;  Pulaski,  Va.,  four  years ;  Johnson  City,  four 
years ;  Tazewell,  Va.,  two  years ;  Wytheville,  Va.,  five  years ;  Athens,  Tenn., 
two  years.  After  a  time  spent  in  the  work  of  Conference  Evangelist,  he 
took  the  Superannuate  Relation  in  1928. 

On  January  1,  1935,  Dr.  Crowe  was  again  married,  his  bride  being  Miss 
Annie  Irene  Rudy,  of  Austinville,  Va.,  who  survives  him.  She  proved  a 
most  charming  and  congenial  wife,  and  they  were  very  happy  together  until 
his  death  on  the  morning  of  April  25th,  1937. 

To  comparatively  few  is  it  granted  to  render  such  long  and  fruitful 
service  in  the  itinerant  ministry.  For  fifty-three  years  Dr.  Crowe  was  an 
effective  Methodist  preacher,  although  for  a  part  of  that  time  in  the 
evangelistic  work,  and  for  a  time  at  Vanderbilt  University. 

He  was  an  unusually  strong  preacher,  having  oratorical  gifts  of  a  high 
order,  which  coupled  with  a  distinguished  appearance,  made  him  a  popular 
preacher,  and  much  in  demand  for  special  occasions.  He  was  also  a  lecturer 
of  ability  and  charm. 

He  had  the  gift  of  expression.  A  facility  for  epigram,  a  vivid  imagina- 
tion, and  a  rich  command  of  language  all  were  part  of  his  equipment. 
Sentences  of  striking  beauty  would  frequently  flash  out  in  the  course  of  a 
sermon.  This  was  also  true  of  his  public  prayers,  when  phrases  as  true  as 
beautiful,  and  as  true  as  beautiful  seemed  to  flow  naturally  from  his  heart 
and  lips.  Few  who  were  present  will  ever  forget  a  prayer  offered  by  him 
in  Centenary  Church,  Chattanooga,  during  a  great  revival  season  in  19 10. 
The  people  seemed  to  be  swept  up  to  the  very  gates  of  heaven,  and  his 
closing  words  were  drowned  in  shouts  of  rejoicing.  As  a  preacher  he  was 
always  interesting  and  stimulating,  but  at  times  he  rose  to  such  heights  of 
fervor  and  eloquence  as  powerfully  to  affect  his  hearers.  He  held  firmly 
to  the  vital  doctrines  of  Methodism,  and  the  deep  truths  of  the  New  Testa- 
ment, and  could  expound  them  most  clearly  and  convincingly  out  of  a  rich 
personal  experience.  His  preaching  was  evangelical  and  fervent.  He  was  a 
man  of  one  work  and  gave  his  undivided  time  and  strength  to  the  ministry. 

He  was  a  most  brotherly  man.  He  loved  his  brethren  and  in  turn  was 
loved  by  all  who  knew  him.  He  was  a  man  of  childlike  simplicity,  and 
his  deep  and  constant  piety  commanded  the  confidence  of  all  about  him. 

His  life  was  useful  and  fruitful  to  the  very  end.  After  his  retirement 
he  continued  to  hold  meetings  and  assist  his  brethren.  He  was  always  inter- 
ested, ready  to  preach,  to  pray,  or  to  be  a  most  inspiring  listener. 

The  end  was  in  keeping  with  his  life.  He  who  had  so  long  pointed 
the  way  to  others  felt  no  uncertainty  at  the  last.  His  only  regret  was  the 
prospect  of  parting  from  his  wife  and  other  loved  ones  here. 

"Servant  of  God  well  done ! 
Rest  from  thy  loved  employ."

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DAVID  WENDELL  CARTER,  D.D. 

Dr.  Ramsey  in  his  Annals  of  Tennessee  says,  "Col.  John  Carter  emi- 
grated from  Virginia  in  177 1  or  1772,  intelligent  and  patriotic,  he  was 
soon  a  leader  in  the  Watauga  Association,  and  became  chairman  of  its 
committee  and  of  its  Court,  which  for  several  years  combined  the  legis- 
lative judicial  and  executive  functions  of  the  infant  government  west  of 
the  Allegheny,"  the  first  example  of  self-organized  government  in  America. 
His  son,  Col.  Landon  Carter,  was  a  prominent  member  of  the  Constitutional 
Convention  in  1796,  and  in  his  honor  the  County  of  Carter  was  named. 
Next  in  line  was  Alfred  M.  Carter,  owner  of  the  'Aerial"  furnace  in 
Carter  County,  and  one  of  the  earliest  manufacturers  of  hollow  iron  ware, 
which  he  shipped  on  flat  boats  down  the  river  to  market.  His  son,  next 
in  line,  was  David  W.  Carter,  a  highly  esteemed  and  useful  citizen  and  the 
father  of  David  Wendell  Carter,  the  subject  of  this  sketch,  who  was  born 
in  Carter  County,  Tennessee,  on  July  8, 


On  his  mother's  side  he  was  a  great  grandson  of  John  Sevier,  famous 
Indian  fighter,  one  of  the  organizers  and  Governor  of  the  State  of  Franklin, 
and  first  governor  of  the  State  of  Tennessee.  He  graduated  from  King 
College,  Bristol,  Tennessee,  in  June,  1871,  which  ten  years  later  awarded 
him  the  A.B.  degree,  in  1899  conferred  on  him  the  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Divinity.  The  year  of  his  graduation  he  was  admitted  on  Trial  into  the 
Traveling  Connection  by  the  Holston  Conference,  just  one  hundred  years 
after  his  ancestor,  Col.  John  Carter,  reached  the  Watauga  Country.  For 
eleven  years  he  served  as  pastor  of  Circuits  and  Stations  in  Holston,  notably, 
Abingdon,  Va.,  and  Athens,  Tenn.  In  1882  he  was  appointed  by  Bishop 
John  C.  Kenner,  Missionary  to  Mexico.  Dr.  Fitzgerald,  later  Bishop,  told 
a  very  interesting  story  about  this  appointment.  Bishop  Kenner  wrote  to 
Dr.  Fitzgerald,  editor  of  the  Christian  Advocate,  soliciting  his  help  in  find- 
ing a  good  man  for  the  Mexican  Misson,  and  asking  how  he  thought 
D.  W.  Carter  would  do  .  .  .  Dr.  Fitzgerald  wrote  the  Bishop  recom- 
mending Carter  for  appointment  to  the  work  in  Mexico,  and  Carter  wrote 
to  Dr.  Fitzgerlad  tendering  his  services  for  that  work  if  Dr.  Fitzgerald 
approved,  and  if  so,  that  he  would  write  the  Bishop.  All  three  letters  bore 
the  same  date  and  were  put  in  the  mail  on  the  same  day.  In  December 
he  reached  the  capital  city  of  Mexico  and  began  his  work  in  the  study  of 
Spanish  and  made  such  progress  that  he  was  able  to  preach  in  that  language 
his  first  sermon  just  nine  months  from  the  time  he  left  the  Holston  Country. 
He  became  a  master  of  that  sonorous  language  and  spoke  it  accurately  and 
fluently  as  his  own  mother  tongue,  and  for  more  than  half  a  century  used  it 
in  preaching  the  gospel  of  Christ  and  always  to  the  joy  and  enrichment  of 
his  hearers. 

In  June,  1883,  he  was  stationed  at  Oaxca,  (Wahacka)  in  Southern 
Mexico,  and  while  here  narrowly  escaped  being  waylayed  by  fanatical 
Romanists  while  making  a  journey  from  a  nearby  village.  During  his  stay 
at  this  place  he  published  a  religious  paper,  "La  Bandera  del  Evangelio," 
devoted  to  exposing  the  errors  of  Romanism.     Later  he  was  given  charge 
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of  the  Puebla  District  and  traveled  over  a  large  section  of  the  country- 
round  about  for  three  years,  being  very  active  in  preaching,  building 
churches,  and  administering  the  finances  of  his  District.  He  baptized 
and  received  into  the  church  at  one  time  more  than  sixty  converts  in  the 
town  of  Izucar. 

In  1887  he  was  appointed  to  work  in  the  City  of  Mexico  and  made 
Treasurer  of  the  entire  Mission.  In  conjunction  with  Rev.  Jos.  Norwood 
he  was  appointed  to  investigate  the  titles  to  all  Missions  property  and  secure 
the  transfer  from  private  parties  to  the  General  Board  of  Missions.  The  great 
value  of  that  work  has  been  well  demonstrated  in  the  later  years.  In  1889 
he  was  placed  in  charge  of  the  Publishing  interests  of  the  Missions. 

The  following  year,  1890,  in  November,  he  was  transferred  to  the 
Mexican  Border  Conference  and  appointed  Presiding  Elder  of  the  San 
Antonio  District,  which  he  served  most  efficiently  for  six  years.  Then 
in  1897,  he  was  returned  to  Mexico  City  and  made  Editor  of  El  Evangelista 
Mexicana,  organ  of  the  three  Spanish  speaking  Conferences,  and  was  con- 
tinued at  this  work  until  the  close  of  the  Spanish-American  War,  which 
opened  Cuba  to  the  Missionary  work  of  Protestant  Churches.  He  reached 
Cuba  in  February,  one  month  after  the  Spanish  forces  had  evacuated,  having 
been  asked  to  investigate  conditions  and  the  feasibility  of  opening  work  on  the 
Island.  After  traveling  all  over  the  Island  he  made  a  clear  and  extensive 
report  to  the  Board  of  Missions  favoring  the  beginning  of  work  at  once.  In 
1889  he  was  appointed  by  Bishop  Candler,  Superintendent  of  the  Cuba  Mis- 
sion.. At  that  time  the  church  had  no  property  in  the  Island,  and  only  a 
very  few  scattered  members,  no  schools,  and  only  one  other  missionary 
who  could  speak  the  language.  Seven  years  later,  when  he  left  that  field, 
there  was  a  fine  corps  of  intelligent  missionaries  who  could  speak  Spanish 
with  exceptional  facility,  $125,000  worth  of  property,  six  good  schools  for 
the  Missions,  and  nearly  4000  members.  He  was  in  travels  abundant  all 
over  the  island,  preaching,  organizing,  buying  property,  and  building  church- 
es. After  five  years  of  such  strenuous  work  no  wonder  he  became  seriously 
ill.  On  his  recovery,  for  the  sake  of  his  health  and  to  enable  him  better 
to  educate  his  children,  he  was  returned  to  the  Mexican  Border  Conference 
and  made  Presiding  Elder  of  the  San  Antonio  District,  which  covered 
more  than  fifty  counties  in  Texas. 

Next  he  was  sent  into  Mexico  again  and  made  Presiding  Elder  of  the 
Monterrey  District,  which  he  served  for  two  years,  then  in  1912,  he  made 
his  home  in  Georgetown,  Texas,  and  continued  his  work  among  the  Mexican 
people.  He  continued  to  build  churches  for  them  in  many  places  in  Texas, 
and  one  in  Georgetown,  of  which  he  continued  as  pastor  until  1932,  when 
he  retired  from  active  service  and  transferred  his  membership  to  Holston 
again,  in  which  he  had  begun  fifty-nine  years  before.  Perhaps  his  last 
service  to  the  Mexican  people  was  to  provide  a  home  for  Deaconesses  in 
Georgetown,  in  1936. 
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In  1884,  he  was  happily  married  to  Miss  Cordelia  Stanley  Keith  of 
Athens,  Tenn.,  a  most  fortunate  and  happy  union.  She  was  a  true  help- 
mate for  him,  an  earnest,  faithful  missionary,  devoted  wife  and  mother, 
and  preceded  her  beloved  husband  to  the  heavenly  home,  August  17,  1934. 
(See  1934  Annual).  To  them  were  born  six  children  who  survive:  Dr. 
Keith  Carter,  New  York  City;  Dr.  David  W.  Carter,  Jr.,  Dallas,  Texas; 
Miss  Annie  F.  Carter,  Washington,  D.  C. ;  Dr.  Hugh  S.  Carter,  Phila- 
delphia; Rev.  Stanley  Carter,  Troup,  Texas;  and  Miss  Cordelia  K.  Carter, 
Washington,  D.  C. 

Three  times  he  was  chosen  a  delegate  to  the  General  Conference  of  his 
church,  at  St.  Louis  in  1890,  in  1894  at  Memphis  and  in  1910  at  Asheville. 
He  was  a  delegate  to  the  Methodist  Ecumenical  Conference  in  London  in 
1901,  and  in  Toronto  in  1911. 

He  contributed  often  to  the  press  of  his  church,  was  the  author  of  a 
biography  of  Rev.  Policarpo  Rodriguez,  a  picturesque  Mexican  preacher  in 
the  Texas  pioneer  days,  and  prepared  for  his  family  an  Autobiography  of 
several  hundred  pages. 

David  W.  Carter,  D.D.,  was  a  Christian  gentleman  of  the  very  finest 
type,  gentle,  modest,  unaffected,  a  forceful  preacher  of  the  gospel  which 
he  illustrated  in  his  daily  walk,  of  fine  administrative  ability,  accurate  and 
dependable,  looking  wisely  and  carefully  after  whatever  task  was  committed 
to  him.  Those  who  knew  him,  of  whatever  race,  loved  and  trusted  him 
implicitly.  For  sixty  years  he  was  a  preacher  of  the  gospel  of  Christ, — 
truly  a  man  of  God.  On  September  3,  this  faithful  servant  of  his  Lord 
fell  asleep  and  his  mortal  body  was  laid  to  rest  beside  his  beloved  wife 
in  the  cemetery  at  Georgetown,  Texas,  to  await  the  trump  that  shall  awake 
the  dead  to  life  and  immortality  and  light.

.     MRS.  C.  E.  LUNDY 

The  passing  of  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Teilmann  Lundy,  at  Bluefield,  W.  Va., 
November  5,  1936,  was  the  occasion  of  sorrow  in  many  circles,  particularly 
in  the  bounds  of  the  Bluefield  District,  of  which  her  husband  was  Presiding 
Elder.  The  pastoral  charges  in  which  she  had  formerly  lived  shared  the 
sense  of  loss  and  gave  expression  to  it  by  being  represented  at  the  service 
of  tribute  and  by  the  floral  designs  bearing  their  names.  The  service  was 
held  at  Bluefield  and  the  interment  was  at  Johnson  City,  Tennessee,  where 
her  earlier  years  were  spent. 
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She  was  born  in  Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania,  her  parents  having  lately 
come  to  America  from  Northern  Europe.  Her  father,  Mr.  Gunnar  Teil- 
mann,  was  a  native  of  Denmark,  and  her  mother,  of  Germany,  a  section 
of  Europe  that  has  made  a  substantial  contribution  to  the  ideals  and  culture 
of  our  American  life.  The  fine  elements  distinguishing  the  Teutonic 
character  were  easily  noted  in  her  and  expressed  themselves  in  both  the 
spirit  and  endeavors  of  her  brief  but  beautiful  life.  She  was  graduated 
from  East  Tennessee  Teachers  College,  Johnson  City,  and  while  teaching 
at  Embreeville,  Tennessee,  met  and  was  married  to  Rev.  C.  E.  Lundy,  who 
was  serving  his  first  pastorate  there.  The  marriage  was  celebrated  March 
12,  1918.  After  serving  a  year  at  Rogersville,  Tennessee,  Brother  Lundy 
undertook  the  dual  task  of  a  theological  course  at  Emory  University  and  a 
pastorate  near  Cartersville,  Georgia.  She  lived  in  the  parsonage  and  guided 
the  affairs  of  the  home  while  he  was  away  attending  classes  and  coming 
home  each  week  end  for  ministerial  duties.  Returning  to  Holston,  they 
lived  successively  at  Sevierville,  Knoxville  and  Chattanooga,  Tennessee, 
coming  to  Bluefield  in  1933. 

It  was  my  good  fortune  to  know  Mrs.  Lundy  for  a  number  of  years 
and  to  be  her  pastor  for  the  last  two  years.  In  that  period,  and  under  varying 
circumstances,  there  was  ample  opportunity  to  observe  the  bent  of  her 
mind,  her  attitude  toward  environing  life,  and  the  type  of  her  faith.  It  was 
easy  to  see  that  her  interest  was  mainly  divided  between  her  home  and  her 
church.  In  these  realms  her  ministeries  were  found  and  loyally  expressed. 
As  wife,  mother  or  hostess  she  did  her  part  well,  making  the  domestic 
circle  a  shrine  of  inspiration  and  blessing.  Her  influence  there  was 
marked,  and  the  three  children,  Robert,  John  and  Elizabeth,  seemed  to  think 
of  her  in  terms  of  companionship  rather  than  of  exacting  authority,  sharing 
with  her  their  confidences  to  the  least  detail.  Since  her  death  the  eldest 
son,  Robert,  though  only  seventeen  years  of  age,  has  signified  his  purpose 
to  enter  the  ministry,  was  granted  license  at  the  recent  District  Conference, 
and  mentions  his  mother's  influence  as  a  contributing  factor  in  his  decision. 
She  provided  the  setting  for  her  husband's  varied  duties  as  pastor  and 
Presiding  Elder,  cheerfully  aiding  him  in  his  plans  and  graciously  enter- 
taining the  friends  who  were  constantly  in  her  home  as  guests.. 

Though  never  robust  in  strength,  she  rarely  declined  a  call  to  partici- 
pate in  a  church  program.  The  meaning  of  that  is  rendered  more  signifi- 
cant by  the  fact  of  her  natural  reticence  and  modesty.  She  could  have 
shifted  these  responsibilities  to  other  hands  and  perhaps  lengthened  her  days. 
But,  if  duty  summoned,  she  promptly  laid  aside  the  reluctances  that  too 
often  hinder  the  Kingdom's  progress  and  gave  of  her  time  and  talent. 
She  was  assistant  teacher  of  the  Women's  Bible  Class  of  Trinity  Church, 
where  she  held  her  membership;  was  director  of  children's  work  in  the 
Bluefield  District,  and  took  part  in  most  of  the  special  programs  that 
come  in  the  space  of  a  conference  year. 

Rarely  does  one  see  a  more  perfectly  adjusted  nature  than  she  had 
adjusted  to  the  demands  arising  in  the  sphere  of  her  activity  and  to  the 
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claims  of  the  redeeming  Christ.  She  never  seemed  out  of  balance,  never 
ill-fitted  in  the  round  of  daily  duty.  She  developed  a  sustained  confidence 
in  the  wisdom  of  divine  providence,  even  though  it  involved  a  tragic  change 
in  life  plans  and  anticipations.  And  the  plans  she  had  wrought  out  were 
surely  changed  by  the  issue  that  finally  came.Realization  of  impaired  health 
shattered  the  hopes  that  centered  here,  but  it  did  not  spoil  her  faith  or 
weaken  her  hold  on  God.  Having  committed  her  fortunes  to  His  safe- 
guarding, it  was  possible  to  enter  the  shadow  of  a  premature  eventide 
without  qualm  or  question.  The  Bible  she  left  shows  by  its  markings  the 
campaign  in  her  soul  that  eventuated  in  spiritual  triumph.  She  had  under- 
scored some  of  those  great  assurances  that  had  spoken  peace  to  her 
mind.  Other  markings  indicated  the  meditations  and  aspirations  that  came 
in  the  evolution  of  her  experience.  This  one  is  noted  on  the  fly-leaf, 
probably  written  after  a  sermon  preached  by  her  husband,  and  indicating 
her  silent  reaction  to  the  service,  "I  trust  I  shall  be  worthy  of  the  text, 
'He  that  loveth  his  life  shall  lose  it,  and  he  that  loseth  his  life  for  my 
sake  shall  find  it.'  C.  E.  Lundy — February  14,  1932,  Brainerd.''  The  impli- 
cations of  that  notation  are  most  impressive,  and  those  acquainted  with 
her  will  recall  how  definitely  this  difficult  principle  of  Jesus'  teaching  was 
incarnated  in  her  life.  She  knew  how  to  be  good  without  seeming  effort; 
to  be  helpful  without  reservation;  and  to  suffer  the  ills  of  the  flesh  without 
protest.  The  poem  by  Noreen  Dunn,  "God  is  Near  Us,"  was  also  found 
carefully  pasted  in  the  back  of  her  Bible,  its  sentiments  manifestly  harmoniz- 
ing with  her  moods.  And  what  is  of  deeper  interest,  there  was  another  verse 
at  the  end,  written  by  her  own  hand,  and  possibly  of  her  own  composition. 
It  was  doubtless  penned  in  an  hour  of  suffering  and  of  emerging  disillusion- 
ment.    But  it  ends  with  the  sure  word  of  faith — 

"O  God,  Thou  constant,  faithful,  never  changing  friend, 
When  fear  and  doubt  assail,  and  all  seems  lost, 
Speak  to  my  heart,  by  troublous  waters  tossed, 
Be  still.     Arise,  go  forth  unto  the  end." 

These  testimonies  linger  as  reminders  of  a  life  worthily  lived  here, 
and  continued,  by  God's  good  grace,  in  another  and  a  better  world.

The  body  was  re- 
turned to  Princeton,  W.  Va.,  where  the  funeral  was  conducted  at  the  home 
of  her  daughter,  Mrs.  E.  P.  White,  by  Rev.  Eugene  H.  Cassidy.  She 
was  laid  to  rest  in  the  beautiful  Monte  Vista  Cemetery  beside  the  body 
of  her  husband,  Rev.  G.  A.  Carner,  to  await  the  coming  of  the  resurrection 
morn.

Mrs.  Wolfe  is  survived  by  six  of  eight  children,  all  of  whom  are  noble 
men  and  women  and  active  in  the  work  of  the  church:  Professor  J.  B. 
Wolfe,  Mrs.  M.  C.  Orr  and  Miss  Carrie  Lu  Wolfe,  of  Dryden,  Va. ; 
Mrs.  Reese  V.  Hicks,  Kansas  City,  Mo.;  Mrs.  Ira  E.  Hicks,  Tom's  River, 
N.  J.,  and  F.  Eugene  Wolfe,  Cincinnati,  Ohio. 

Mrs.  Wolfe  was  a  remarkable  woman.  She  loved  God  and  was  de- 
voted and  loyal  to  the  church.  Because  of  the  weight  of  years  she  was 
unable  to  attend  the  services  during  her  last  days,  but  her  contributions 
were  sent  regularly  to  the  services.  The  writer  rarely  visited  in  her  home 
without  her  saying,  "Let  us  have  prayer  together." 

God  not  only  honored  her  with  many  years,  but  permitted  her  to  see 
the  answer  to  all  of  her  prayers,  and  to  realize  the  desires  of  a  mother's 
heart.

A  large  company  of  people,  assembled  to  pay  their 
last  respects,  and  many  beautiful  floral  offerings,  were  in  evidence  from 
loving  friends.
